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Peace Pact Fight 
in Senate’ 


With Fall Vigor 


Revived 


Two New Moves for Es- 

tablishing Peace — One 
by Ratification of the 
Treaty and the Other 
Without. 


REPUBLICANS TRYING 
TO FORCE WILSON HAND 


That Is Said to Be Object 
of Knox Peace Resolu- 
tion Which Hitchcock 
Calls “Preposterdus.” 
Underwood for Peace by 
Resolution If He Can 
Get It No Other Way. 


December 20.—The 
peace treaty controversy was re- 
vived in its full vigor today just 
before the Senate went home for 
Christmas. 

Two new moves for the formal 


establishment of peace, o ne by rati- 
fication of the treaty and the other 
without, were the agencies which 
reopened the many-sided fight 
among the divergent elements of 
senate membefship.. Neither pro- 
posal got anywhere, but it ‘generally 
was conceded that the day’s work 
would help bring t6 a focus, early” 
in January, the trend of sefiate opin- 
ion toward some sort of a Settle- 
ment. 

The suggestion which caused the 
Steatest stir came late in the day 
from Senator Underwood, democrat, 
Alabama, who proposed a resolution 
for appointment of a committee of 
ten senators to work out a compro- 
mise ratification of the treaty. He 
asked for immediate action, but 
Senator Lodge, of . Massachusetts. 
the’ republican leader, forced the 
resolutfon over until after the holi- 
days. 

Knox Draws Peace Resolution. 

The other move for pegce came 
from Senator Knox, of Pennsyl- 
a former republican secreta- 
ry of state, who secured approval of 
the foreign felations committee for 
a resolution to repeal the declara- 
tion of war and to demand of Ger- 
many, on pain of econothic boycott, 
all the material beneftis provided 
for under the unratified treaty. 

A provision also is included re- 
affirming the general desire of this 
nation to help establish a world 
concert for amicable settlement of 
international disputes. 

The mild reservation group of 
republicans promptly served notice 
they would not support such a meas- 
ure, however, and it went into 
a waiting stage from which the 
democrats predicted it never would 
emerge. 

Privately the mild group expressed 
much dissatisfaction with the day’s 
developments and made plans to go 
ahead determinedly with their ef- 
forts for a bipartisan agreement 
on reservations.

ELLIS JURY FAILS 
TO REAGH VERDICT 


Solicitor General Ordered 
to Show Cause Monday 
Why Defendant Should 
Not Go Free on Bond. 


A mistrial was declared by vudge 
Render J. Terrell in the Tillie Ellis 
murder trial Saturday afternoon aft- 
er the jury had been out 22 hours 
and had been unable to reach a ver- 
dict. It was reported that the jury 
stood 11 to 1 in favor of acquittal. 

Judge Terrell signed an order for 
Solicitor General John Boykin to 
show cause Monday why bond should 
not be allewed the defendant. Bond 
was asked on the grounds that Ellis 
is in poor health, suffering from 
bronchial pneumonia and that one 
lung is affected. Attorneys for the 
defense stated Saturday night that 
the order has been served on the 
solicitor. 

Ellis, who shot and killed “Dutch” 
Elliott several weeks ago when he 
found the latter ‘walking down 
Whitehall street in company with 
his wife, went on trial Thursday 
morning in the criminal] division of 
the superior court before Judge Ter- 
rell of Greenville,’ who presiied tn 
the absence -of Judge John OD. 
Humphries, who is ill. 

The case went to the jury Friday 
afternoon at 5 o’clock and deliber- 
ated far into the night without 
reaching a decision. When it was 
seen that the jury would not reach 
an agreement, the jurors were taken 
to the Majestic hotel for the night, 
and at 8 o’clock Saturday returned 
to the courthouse. 

The jury asked for new instruc- 
tions and asked that certain parts of 
the evidence be read to them. Judge 
Terrell instructed them three sep- 
arate times and the court stenog- 
rapher read ‘the defendant’s state- 
ment to them. 

Saturday afternoon after lunch, 
the jury announced that no decision 
had been reached, and Judge Ter- 
rell discharged the jurors and de- 
clared a mistrial. 

Ellis had pleaded the “unwritten” 
law and self-defense. He was rep- 


resented by Attorneys John Y. Smith’ 


and Joseph Ewing.

Buford Sails Today, 
Bearing Emma _ Gold- 
man, Berkman and Other 
Radicals to Soviet 
Russia. 


New York, December 20.—Sailing 
under sealeu -.. jers, the army trans- 
port Buford, the “Ark,” which will 
carry back -to soviet Ruesia Emma 
Goldman, ‘exmnder Berkmen and 
more than two Hundred ‘ radicals 
will leave there earl ytomorrow. A 
thick veil of official secrecy was 
thrown about the preparations for 
departure, and all passes to the 
Brooklyn piers where the ship is 
docked were cancelled. 

The Buford has been stocked with 
stores and provisions sufficient to 
last 500 persons sixty days. The 
destination of the ship is not known 
even to the captain. His sailing 
order will be handed to him sealed, 
to be opened 24 hours from port. 

The normal crew of 125 men, in- 
cluding officers, has been increased 
by enlisted men to serve as 
guards, and other precautions have 
been taken to prevent any possible 
trouble during the voyage. 

The Buford is a slow ship,.and the 
time it will take her to reach a 
port where her passengers can be 
disembarked is problematcial. In 
addtion to the slow running time of 
the vessel, there must be taken into 
consideration possible delays from 
winter storms and froze nseas in the 
district to which she will sail, for

The officers of 
the International Union, United Mine 
Workers of America, then issued so- 
called strike orders to all of their 
local unions and members, requir- 
ing them to cease work in the min- 
ing of bituminous coal at midnight 
on Friday, October 31. 

“On October 15, 1919, the secretary 
of jabor called a conference be- 
tween the operators and miners of 
the bituminous mines in the centra] 
competitive field, which, conference 
aiso resulted in failure to reach an

Text of Wilson Letter; 
. The text of the president's letter

Proval and sanction of the United 
States fuel administration, an agree- 
ment (since known as the ‘Wash- 
ington wage agreement’) was en- 
tered into between the operators 
and the union miners and mine 
workers of the os<called ‘central 
competitive bituminous coal fields,’ 
composed of western Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, which, 
provided for an ificrease in the pro- 
duction of bituminous coal and@ an 
increase in wages to the miners 
and mine workers from the then 
existing scale of compensation. The 
agreement contained the following 
clause: 

“Subject to the next biennial con- 
vention of the United Mine Workers 


of Amefica, the mine Workers’ rep! 
resentatives agree that the present 
contract be extended during the con- 
tinuation of the war and not to ex- 
ceed two years from April 1, 1918.’ 

Subsequently, on January 1, 1918, 
this agrement was approved by the 
convention of the Internationa) 
Union, United Mine Workers of 
America. 

“At the fourth biennial convention 
of the International Union, United 


Mine Workers of America, held in 


agreement. In a letter to Secretary 
Wilson which was submitted to the 
conference, I said: 

“If for any reason the miners and 
operators fail to come to a muvwual 
understanding, the interests of the 
public are of such vital importance 
in connection with the production of 
coal thatitisincumbent upon them 
to refer the matters in dispute to 
a board of arbitration for distribu- 
tion and to continue the operation 
of the mines pending the decision 
of the board.’ ; 

Subsequently on Oct. 25, 1919, I {s- 
sued a statement in which I said 
that a strike in the circumstances 
therein described ‘is not only un- 
eee; it is unlawful,’ and ad- 

ed: 


“*T express no opinion on the mer- 
its of the controversy. I have al- 
ready suggested a plan by which 
a settlement may be reached and 
I hold mvself in readiness, at the 
request of either or both sides, to 
appoint at once a tribunal to in- 
vestigate all the facts with a view 
to aiding in the earliest possible 
orderly settlement of the questions 
at issue between the coal operators 
and the coal miners, to the end 
that the just rights. not only of 
those interests but also of the gen- 
—_ public, may be fully protect- 
e lg 
Injunction Was Ordered? 


“Despite my earnest appeals that 
the men remain at work, the ot- 
ficers of the United Mine WorFters 
of America rejected all the pro- 
posals for a peaceful and orderly 
adjustment and declared that the 
strike would go on. Accordingly, ai 
my direction, the attorney general 
filed a bill in equity in the United 
States district court at Indianapolis, 
praying for an injunction to re- 
strain the officers of the United 
Mine Workers‘of America from do- 
ing any act in furtherance of the 
strike. A restraining order was is- 
sued by the court, followed by a 
writ of temporary injunction on No- 
vember 8, 1919, in which the defend- 
ants were commanded to cancel and 
revoke the strike orders theretofore 
issued. These strike orders were 
accordingly revoked in a form ap- 
proved by the court, but the men 
did not return to work in sufficient- 
ly large number to bring about a 
production of coal anywhere _  ap- 
proaching normal. 

“On December 6, 1919, I issued a 
statement in which I tfestated the 
government's position, appealed to 
the miners to return to work and 
renewed my suggestion that upon

pointed you; Mr. Rembrandt Peale, 
a mine owner, and operator in ac- 
tive business: and Mr. John ~P. 
White, a practical miner, as a com- 
mission with the powers and duties 
as set forth in the meiaoran@um 
agreed to, and adopted by the miners 
and operators, who conducted aft the 
prior negotiations. If a readjust- 
ment of the prices of coal shall ‘be 
found necessary, I shall be pleased 
to transfer to the commission, sub- 
ject to its unanimous action. the 
powers heretofore vested in the fuel 
administrator for that purpose. 

“I am sure it is not necessary for 
me to call your attention to the tre- 
mendous importance of the work of 
this commission or the great op- 
portunity which it presents for last- 
ing service to the coal industry and 
to the country. If the facts cover- 
ing all the phases of the coal in- 
dustry necessary to a proper ad- 
justment of the matters: submitted 
to you shall be investigated and re- 
ported to the public, I am sure that 
‘your report, in addition to being ac- 
cepted as the basis for a new wage 
agreement for the bituminous coal 
miners, will promote the _ publié¢ 
welfare and make for a settled con- 
dition in the industry. -No settle- 
ment can be had in this matter, per- 
manent and lasting in its benefits, as 
affecting either the miners, the coal 
operators, or the general public, 
unless the findings of this body are 
comprehensive in their character 
and embrace and guard at every 
point the public interest. To this 
end, I deem it important that your 
conclusion should be reached by 
unanimous action. Upon your ac- 
ceptance of this appointment, I 
shall be pleased to call an_early 
meeting of the commission in Wash- 
ington so that you may promptly 
lay out plans for your work.

Operators Deny Agreement. 

After President Wilson’s letter to 
the members of the coal commission 
was -made public, the executive 
committee of the Bituminous Coal 
Oper@gtors’ association issued a for- 
mal statement saying the operators 
had “not agreed to any memoran- 
dum such as that mentioned in the 
president’s letter . . . involving 
a basis of adjustment of the coal 
strike.” The statement said the 
operators had not been consulted in 


the strike settlement negotiations. 

The text of the operators’ state- 
ment follows: 

“The operators have not agreed 
to any memorandum such as that 
mentioned in the president’s let- 
ter to Messrs. Robinson, White and 
Peale, involving a basis of adjust- 
ment of the coal strike. 

“The operators were not consult- 
ed as to the terms and conditions 
of the agreement entered into be- 
tween the government and the min- 
ers.” 

Palmer Claims Agreement. 

Attorney General Palmer also is- 


sued a statement asserting that fail- 
ure by the operators to agree to the 
government’s plan for settling the 
coal strike now “would be an amaz- 


ing repudiation of their own state- — 


ments.” He added that the opera- 


tors’ “official representatives have 
e+ ata agreed to the settlement 
plan.” 

Palmer’s statement also re- 
ferred to testimony given yester- 
day before the senate coal investi- 
gating committee by Alfred M. 
Ogle, chairman of the executive 
committee of -the coal operators, al- 
leged that the attorney general had 
suggested to the «_erators as com- 
promise with the miners involving 
more than a 14 per cent increase 
before the settlement negotiations 
between the government and the 
miners began. Ogle told the com- 
mittee the operatdérs considered 
this proposed compromise “a cow- 
ardly and dastardly surrender of 
the rights of the public and the 
government.” “ 

After quoting. this 
Ogle’s testimony, Mr. 
statement said: : 

“There is not a word of truth in 
that statement.” 

Some Difference of Opinion. 
Continuing, Mr. Palmer said: 
“Some difference of opinion had 

been expressed in the newspapers 
as to whether the offer of the op- 
erators of a 20 per cet increase in 
wages had been conditioned upon 
an increase in the price of coal. 
Mr. Ogle came to me on Friday, De- 
cember 5, to deliver a written copy 
of the offer which had been made 
by the scale committee in the joint 
conference with the miners. I told 
his committee that the government 
had not the slightest intention of 
making any compromise of any 
kind or character, and proposed to 
stand squarely upon the position a 
had already taken as ae 
several times by the president — 
myself. The operators had offere 
a 20 per eent increase to the men, 
and I asked for inforation as 2 
whether that offer was condivonec 
upon the price of coal being raise 
and whether, as @ matter of fact, 
the industry could stand an ~. 
crease of wages beyond 14 per — 
without raising the price of coal. 

“They replied that their offer 
had been made contingent upon @ 
readjustment of the government 
price of coal, and that, in their 
opinion, a 14 per cent increase in 
wages was all that could be ab- 
sorbed by the operators. I made it 
perfectly clear to them that I -— 
not concerned with the merits oO 
the controversy between the oF: 
erators and the miners, and that s 
was imply enforcing the law, an 
proposed to do so to the end. This 
was the entire extent of the con- 
versation. There was not one word 
in it to suggest that I was propos- 
ing any compromise setthement or 
adjustment of the matter. 

Alleges Operators Agreed.

'g not satisfactory to the operators, 
I can only say that in every state- 
ment that the president made upon 
the matter he proposed a commis~ 
sion to investigate and determine 
the matters in dispute and that aft~+ 
er each statement was. published 
the operators’ committee promptly 
said they agreed to the president's 
plan.

Support of his contention that end 
of government control would add 
great burdens om the people, Sen 
ator LaFollette said the roads were 
preparing to ask for rate increases 
amounting to $742,000,000. 

“IT have been told by the financiai 
department of the railroad adminis- 
tration,” the Wisconsin senator de- 
clared, “that there is every reasou 
to believe that if the railroads are 
left in the hands of the government 
no increase in rates will be imposed 
on the public.” 

The railroad administration has 
figured that tonnage during the 
next year will be the heaviest in the 
history of the roads, said Senator 
LaFollette, who added that this 
meant record-breaking profits. 

Senator Simmons, democrat, Nortp 
Carolina, announced he wguld vote 
against the Cummins bil? because 
of the lack of essential information 
on the rate-making section.

Both the sénatg and house bills.

The transportation board under 
the senate bill would determine the 
company’s transportation needs 
with the interstate commerce com- 
mission being directed to grant 
rates sufficient to meet these de- 
mands.

tonight. Denying reports that “or- 
ganized farmers” favored a contin- 
uation of governmnet control, Mr.

House Passes Measure to 
Reach All Aliens Affil- 
iated With the Anarchis- 
tic Organizations. 


_ Washington, December 20.—The 
immigration committee’s bill pro- 
viding for. the deportation of all 
aliens affiliated with dnarchistic or- 
ganizations was passed today. by 
the house. The vote was unani- 
mous. 

' No amendments to the measure 
were accepted by the house, an 
amendment proposed by Represent- 
ative Welty, democrat, Ohio, to’ 
transfer to the department of jus- 
tice the duty of investigating com- 
plaints against aliens and prosecut- 


| ing cases warranting arrests having 


been rejected just before the vote. 

Discussion of provisions for de- 
portation of foreign-born’ citizens 
violating sedition laws was dropped 
when it was explained the judiciary 
committee was working upon a 
comprehensive sedition bill to reach 
all such cases. 

As it passed today, the bill pro- 
vides for deportation ‘of all aliens 
affiliated with or who contribute 
either fundsor personal service to 
any organization advocating sabot- 
age; the overthrow of organized 
government by force, killing of zov- 
ernment officials or the unlawful 
destruction of public. or private 
property. 

Must Come on Probation. 

Urging passage of the bill mem- 
bers of the I. W. W., Representative 
Johnson, republican, Washington, 
chairman of the house immigration 


committee, today declared in the 


house that all foreigners coming 
to the United States “in the future 


must comé only on probation.” His 
Statement indicated that later an 
effort would be made to pass legis- 
lation for the probationary entry of 
foreigners. 

“The citizens of the United States 
are through with being told by 
alien revolutionists, communists 
and anarchists, who are within our 
border by our courtesy and by our 
grace, how to run our government,” 
declared Mr. Johnson. “Free press 
in the United States is ours, not 
theirs; free spéech is ours, not 
theirs, and they have gone just as 
far as we can let them go,toward 
ruining our most precious rights. 
They have been guests in our 
house. They have misbehaved most 
woefully. They are welcome no 
longer, and they must go. And 
those who come from foreign 
shores in the future must come only 
on probation.” 

‘Explaining -the bill, Mr. Johnson 
said that it enlarges the deportation 
causes to include aliens who print, 
circulate, edit, display or distribute 
vicious literature, who are mem- 
bers of organizations that issue 
revolutionary publications, or those

The two functions of the health 
commissioner which probably have 
the most far-reaching beneficial ef- 
fects, however, are the educational 
lectures, giving th. people much 
needed information-as to how to 
keep well and avoid contagious dis- 
eases, and the medical inspection of 
school children. In the last case, 
strict reports must be made to the 
health authorities as to the number 
of defective children noted.and also 
the number of those in which the 
defécts have been cured. It is a 
notable fact that when the parents’ 
attention has been called to defects 
in their. children, whether of eyes, 
nose, threat, teeth, or other source, 
that have been materially interfer- 
ing with their school work, steps 
have been taken to have them cured 
and, in a large proportion of cases, 
the defects have been removed. 


Monthly reports must be made by 
each county officer in duplicate, 
‘one for his local board of health 
and the other to be sent to the state 
board in Atlanta. These reports 
cover all the activities of the com- 
missioner and show just what prog- 
ress has been made by. the county 
during the month. 

The second health topic to which 
allusion has been made is vital sta- 
tistics. While Georgia has had a 


1 vital statistics law for several years, 


practically no progress was made 
with its enforcement until the pres- 
ent year. Now, r, W. A. Davis, 
state vital statistician, declares that 
about 66 2-3 per cent of the births 
and deaths are being reported and 
he hopes by the end of next year to 


reach 90 per cent, which will entitle 
the state to recognition by the na- 
tional bureau of vital statistics and 
give the state health department 


the advantage of the  postoffice 
franking privilege in gathering its 


data.

To be of any 
value to the government as vital 
statistics, the reports must approxi- 
mate the actual births and deaths 
by at least ninety per cent. With 
the improvement made in the past 
four or five months, it seems quite 
reasonable to forecast that the nine- 
ty per cent point may be reached 
next year. 


Dr. Davis has not only had to en- 
list the various counties in making 
reports at all, but also has had to 
educate the local registrars in mak- 
ing them correctly. This he has 
done by promptly following up ev- 
ery report giving incomplete or 
doubtful information. 

“There were at first about 26 per 
cent of all the reports received in 
this office,” he said, “that were in- 
complete or erroneous. Eleven per 
cent of the reports of birth did not 
indicate whether the child were le- 
gitimate or born out of wedlock. A 


State the cause of death. 

“It was only by insisting upon 
accurate and complete reports in ev- 
erey instance that this situation has 
been improved and now a consider- 
ably larger number of our reports 
come in correct than at first. It 
will readily be seen what embar- 
rassing conditions might arise, say 
a generation or two hence, from the 
failure to report on the legitimacy 
of a child. Legal complications in- 
volving life insurance might arise 
from failure to report correctly the 
cause of death, as our reports are 
received as prima facie evidence in 
the courts.” 

Incidentally, it may be said that 
a number of the reports which Dr. 
Davis has received have given 
strong clues to the commission of 
crime and the information con- 
tained in them has been placed in 
the hands of grand juries. 

While the work along }toth the 
lines above described has justebeen 
fairly started, it would be difficult 
to estimate even its present value 
to say nothing of its future possi- 
bilities to the state, when every 
county has been organized and the 
local registrars all accurate and 
alert.

The town is more orderly than 
ever before.’ 

“The total number of prisoners on 
the police correction farm in Cleve- 
land for June, July, August and 
September, 1918,” says Colonel Lee, 
“was 2,053. That was under the wet 
regrime. In the corresponding 


months of this year, under the dry 
law, the tétal was 685. In Indian- 
apolis the workhouse is empty.

Louisiann Against Control.

He declared it unfair to 
single out sugar for control in peace 
times under war powers and argued 
that governmeént control would in- 
crease rather than decrease price to 
American consumers. 

“We are simply playing into the 
hands of the refiners and injuring 
American producers,” said Senator 
Gay. “This bill could well be call- 
6d an act to benefit Cuban planters 
to.the detriment of American pro- 
d rs and to add to the coffers 
of the sugar trust.” 

Consumption of sugar in the Unit- 
ed States this year, Senator Gay 
said, was “all owt of proportion to 
the world supply.”

He added that such an emergency 
existed during the war, and that 
the sugar situation had been ably 
handled by Herbert Hoover, and 
later by the sugar equalization 
board, but that the control should 
have ceased with the armistice. 

Mention of Mr. Hoover’s name 
brought an interruption from Chair- 
man Gronna, of the agricultural 
committee, who said he hoped Sen- 
ator. Gay would go more fully into 
the merits of the policy pursued by 
the former food administrator. 

“I am not speaking for Mr. Hoov- 
er.”” rep.ied Senator Gay. 

“I hope the senator will,” return- 
ed Senator Gronna, “because Mr, 
Hoover will need it before the 
— people are through with 

im.” 


Senator Gay declared the pro- 
posed regulations were “unfair, un- 
just and un-American,” and that it 
was “unjust to single out the 
sugar industry to be treated as the 
liquor business and other businesses 
that have practically been out- 
lawed.,”’ 

In opposing the bill, Senator 
Smoot defended beet-sugar grow- 
ers and producers, denying that 
they had profiteered in sugar, and 
said they had offered to turn over 
their sugar to the board. 

“But now they are to be criticised 
and charges made that they are 
profiteers for the liberal position 
taken by them,” he added. 

“T know there is a propaganda 
on to make it appear,that certain 
people are working to cut down the 
high cost of living. The high cost 
of living is not going to be cut 
down by the passage of this bill 
or any other bill.”

PEACE PACT FIGHT 
- REVIVED IN SENATE

if Senator Lodge had not blocked a 
vote on it. 
Underweod’s Peace Move. 


Senator Underwood in presenting 
his resolution made a plea for ac- 
tive work toward a compromise dur.- 
ing the Christmas recess, declaring 


the count?ty demanded peace, and 
that it had been. demonstrated lit- 
tle progress in that direction could 
be made in the open senate. He 
suggested that the vice president in 
naming the ten conferees should act 
on the advice of Senator Lodge and 
Senator Hitchcock, Nebraska, the 
acting democratic leader.  — 

“I do not think,” Senator Lodge 
said when unarntfious consent was 
asked for action on the measure, 
“that just on the eve of adjourn- 
ment it would be possible for me 
to consent to that. Before I under- 
take myself to deal with any such 
proposition I desire+to consult with 
the republican membership of the 
senate. Perhaps we can dea) with 
this without the appointment of a 
committee.” 

Many senators among the demo- 
crats and the mild reservation re- 
publicans declared the Underwood 
proposal was in line with their con- 
ciliation ‘negotiations and should 
be adopted. Unanimous consent will 
not be required when the next at- 
tempt is made to get considera- 
tion. 

Senator Underwood said if no res- 
Olution of ratification, with or 
without reservations, relating to 
the league of nations could be pass- 
ed by the senate, he would vote to 
ratify the treaty, leaving the league 
covenant out for acceptance or re- 
jection later by the American peo- 
ple, 


Divided on Party Lines, 

In approving the Knox resolution 
the foreign relations committee di- 
vided 7 to 3 along strict party €3, 
the only representative of the Thild 
reservationists on the committee, 
Senator McCumber, republican, of | 
North Dakota, being absent. 

On adoption of the Knox resolu- 
tion Senators Lodge, Massachusetts; 
Borah, Idaho; Brandegee, Connecti- 
cut; Knox, Pennsylvania; Harding, 
Ohio; New, Indiana, and Moses, New 
Hampshire, all republicans, voted in 
the affirmative and Senators Hitch- 
cock, Nebraska; Williams, Missis- 
sippi, and Pomerene, Ohio, demo- 
crats, in the negative. 

Before taking final ‘action the 
republican majority substituted the 
Knox proposal, which would require 
passage by both senate and house 
and signature by the president, 
for one by Senator Lodge which was 
designed to secure action by con- 
gress only. The move was taken to 
mean abandonment of any effort to 
declare a state of peace without the 
concurrence of President Wilson. 

It was said by the republican lead- 
ers that the Knox resolution would 
be brought forward after the holi- 
days as a compromise plan, but 
when Senator Knox reported it for 
the committee he had it put on the 
calendar so that a majority 
vote will be required to get it hbe- 
fore the senate. 

In a formal statement, Senator 
Knox declared the whole purpose of 
his resolution was to break the 
treaty deadlock and return the nation 
to a peace-time basis while the con- 
troversy over ratification proceeds. 
Adoption of the measure, he said, 
would not interfere with future rat- 
ification if the senate found a way 
to accomplish it. 

By Senator Hitchcock the measure 
was denounced as a “preposterous” 
resolution designed to defeat the 
league of nations. He predicted it 
never would be passed by the sen- 
ate, approved by the president or 
accepted by Germany. Speaking 
for the mild reservation republicans, 
Senator Kellogg, of Minnesota, is- 
sued a statement saying this group 
had not been consutled about the. 
reSolution and would not support it 
until it was demonstrated that rati- 
fications without reservations. 


Text of Resolution. 

The text of the Knox resolution 
follows: 

“Resolved, by the senate and 
house of ‘representatives of the 
United States of America in con- 
gress assembled, That the joint 
resolution of congress passed April 
6, 1917, declaring a state of war 
exists between the imperial German 
government and the government and 
people of the United States and 
making provisions to prosecute the 
same, be, and the sam¢é is, hereby 
repealed, to take effect upon the 
ratification of a treaty of peace be- 
tween Germany and three of the 
principal allied and associated pow- 
ers. 

“Provided, however, that unless 
government of the United States 
that it acquiesces in and confirms, 
irrevocably. to the United States all 
undertakings and coOvenants con- 
tained in the treaty of Versailles, 
conferring upon or assuring to the 
United States or its nationals, any 
rights, powers or benefits whatso- 
ever, and concedes to the United 
Staes all rights, privileges, indem- 
nities, reparations and advantages 
to which the United States would 
have been entitled if it were a rati- 
fying party to the said treaty, the 
president of the United States shal! 
have power, by proclamation, to 
prohibit commercial intercourse be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many and the making of loans or 
credits, and the furnishing of finan- 
cial assistance or ‘supplies to the 
German government, or the inhab- 
itants of Germany, directly, or in- 
directly, hy the government§of the 
United States or the inhabitants of 
the United States. ’ 

Violation Punishahle. 

“Any violence of the prohfbiton 
contained in such proclamation by 
the president, shall be punishable 
as provided in section 16 of the 
trading with the enemy act, ap- 
proved October 6, 1917. 

“It is further resolved, That the 
United- States reaffirms the policy 
expressed in the act of congress 
approved August 29, 1916, in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“It is hereby declared to be the 
policy of the United States to ad- 
just and settle its international dis- 
putes through mediation or arbitra- 
tion to the end that war may be 
honorably avoided. It loeks with 
apprehension and disfavor upon a 
general increase of 
throughout the world,’ and the au- 
thorization request made in said 
act to the president that he: 
“*Invjte all the great governments 
of the world to send representa- 
tives to a conference which all 
shall be charged with the duty of 


arbitration or other tribunal to 
which disputed questions between 
nations shall be referred for adjudi- 
cation and peaceful settlement and 
to consider the question of disar- 


mffment, and submit their recom- 
mendations to their respective gov- 
ernments for approval,’ is hereby 
renew ed.

Hitehcoeck Objects. 

Senator Hitchcock, the _ atting 
democratic leader, declared in a 
formal statement that the resolu- 
tion was “preposterous,” and never 
would be passed by con ss. 

“The Knox resolution,” said the 
statement, “is another of the high- 
ly interesting efforts by the senator 
from Pennsylvania to prevent the 
United States from joining the 
league of nations. To bring that 
about he and the committee cgn- 
trolled by enemies of the league 
will do or attempt anything. e 
present effort proposed to reach a 
state of peace by a repeal of the 
declaration of war a,year after the 
war is over and after other nations 
have ratified the terms of ace. 
It then proposes that the nited 
States, while shirking all obliga- 
tions of the treaty, shall demand 
of Germany all benefits of th 
treaty under threat that if they are 
not conceded and guaranteed 
the president shall prohibit all com- 
mercial intercourse with Germany 
ane Germans and all credits or sup- 

es. 

“Such a preposterous plan cannot 
pass. If it should pass the presi- 
dent could not give it his approval. 
If he gave it his approval Germany 
would not accept its terms nor 
would any president adopt such a 
disastrous course as to deprive 
American exporters of the opportu- 
nities of doing business with Ger- 
many. “Such _ action ould turn 
over to other nattons e German 
trade which America is entitled to. 

“Uncle Sam will not bite off his 
nose to spite his face. Congress 
has no power to declare peace. That 
is necessarily a mater of negotia- 
tion. The constitutional convention 
of 1787 decided that by an almost 
unanimous vote when it refused to 
congress the power to declare peace 
and placed in the hands of the 
nresident and the se.:ate the author- 
ity to make treaties.

Inexorable necessity calis 
for ratification. 

To Break Deadlock, Says Knox. 

Senator Knox issued the follow- 
ine statement: 

“The whole purpose of the reso- 
lution is to break the deadlock 
between those who will not consent 
to the ratification of the treaty 
without Americanizing reservations 
and those who insist that not an 
‘4’ shall be dotted, not a ‘t’ crossed, 
in its text. 

“It purposes to effect an absolute 
and unqualified termination of the 
war between the United States and 
Germany coincidently with its ter- 
mination between Germany and the 
other belligerent powers. 

“It provides that Germany shall 
concede to the United States and its 
citizens, all the rights and advan- 
tages it or they were given under 
the treaty of Versailles, to which 
Germany has already assented. 

“It provides that unless Germany 
shall confirm those rights and ad- 
vantages the president may prohibit 
intercourse between the two coun- 
tries. 

“Its passage will in no way in- 
terefer with the subsequent rati- 
fication of the treaty of Versailles 
at any time or upon any terms that 
two-thirds of the senate may decice 
upon and the president accepts. In 
the meanwhile, however, it will 
give us peace and such rights and 
advantages as have already been 


suspended treaty.” 
Kelloge’s Statement. 

Senator Kellogg’s statement fol- 
ows: 4 

“T think I voice the sentiments of 
Senators McNary. of Oregon, Len- 
root, of Wisconsin, and others of 
the mild reservation republicans.

The Knox resolution would repeal

Baruch Seeing Senators. 

Following the committee action 
on the Knox resolution which Mr. 
Lodge declared would hasten a com- 
promise on ratification of the treaty, 
signs begin to appear that led many 
Persons in intimate touch with the 
senate situation to believe that com- 
promise overtures would assume 
such definite shape during the 
Christmas recess, which began with 
adjournment tonight, as to promise 
ratification very early in the new 
year. One of the strongest reasons 
for this was the dden activity of 
Bernard M. Baruch, one of the presi- 
dent's closest advisers, 
“mild reservation” republicans. He 
appeared in the role of an unoffi- 
cial “liaison officer.” 

Mr. Baruch conferred with a num- 
ber of republican senators, among 
them Mr. Hale, of Maine, and Mr. 
Kellogg, of Minnesota, It develup- 
red that he had approached the “m;'@ 
rreservationists” earlier in the week 
on the subject of compromise. They 
suggested that he ascertain from 
the president what would be.accept- 
able to the white house in the niat- 
ter. Mr. Baruch conferred with Mr.

U. S. PEACE DELEGATES 
RETURN FROM EUROPE 


New York, Deeember 20.—Frank 
L. Polk, assistant secretary of state; 
General Tasker H. Bliss and Henry 
White, members of the American 
delegation to the International peace 
conference, arrived here tonight 
from France on the transport Amer- 
ica. 

The delegation was taken from 
the transport, which is anchored at 
quarantine, In an army tug and 
landed at Whe Battery. 

Thirty-nine other members of the . 
peace delegation, including mem- 
bers of the staff of General Bliss, 
were on board on the transport and 
will land tomorrow. 

Secretary Polk, who said he could 
not discuss the peace conference at 
this time, will go to Washington 
Monday. General Bliss will go to 
Washington tomorrow with his 
staff. Asked about the peace con- 
ference, General Bliss said: “I shall 
be most happy to talk in Washing-/ 
ton, but not just now.” He added 
the American delegation had been 
treated “with the greatest kindness 
and consideration by everyone at 
the peace conference.” 

Mr. White, who was former ame 
bassador to France, and the only re- 
publican member of the American 
delegation, said he would remain 
several days in New York before zo- 
ing to Washington. He declined to 
discuss the peace conference.

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Frenchman’s Eagerness to 
Sign for, Beut With 
Dempsey Is Result of 
Manager’s Desire to 
Make Big Money Quick, 
Says Rocap.

_ There is no other line of business 
in Which there is so much “hag- 


sling” over a’'contract as will likely

Georges Carpentier for the world’s 
title. While June or July of next 
year are the selected months for the 
great international test, the English 
language wil almost be exhausted 
in the interval with the incessant 
prattle between Jack Kearns, the 
manager of Dempsey; Deschamps, 


who looks after Carpentier’s WBusi- 


ness interesta, and the lucky or un- 
lucky promote; elected. A cable- 
gram from Par‘*e says: 
Has Sportsman’s Ring. 

“Decoin has not yet .received a 
reply from Jack Kearns on his offer 
for the Dempsey-Carpentier fight in 
the Pershing stadium. Sporting cir- 
cles in Paris are expectant in view 


of the official challenge issued by 
Veschamps, Carpentier’s manager, to 


Dempsey through the International 
Boxing corporation. 

“Carpentier told the Associated 
Press that he was not concerned 
about the arrangements, and was 
leaving for England Monday. The 
general ‘opinion in Paris, is that 
Vempsey would not be willing to 
come to France, while Carpentier's 
exXpressed willingness to go to Amer- 


ica or Australia has caused renewed 
enthusiasm. 

‘“s Wish that this matter could 
be arranged as soon as possibie, 
said Carpentier, ‘so that | might gu 
to work. I @esire to depart from 
the old-time publicity stunts. I be- 
lieve that the records of both Demp- 
sey and myself speak for them- 
selves, and I wish to get down to 
business and settle the matter at 
once. If I am defeated I will pro- 
claim Mr. Dempsey the greatest liv- 
ing. tighter.’ ” 

“his sounds like a statement with 
a true ring to it. Americans must 
not, however; be carried away with 
Carpentier’s display of sportsman- 
ship. Now that the proposed bout is 
to be commercialized to the extreme 
limit, he is but 50 per cent of the 
partnership, either in the ring or 
out of it. Deschamps is the other 
50 per cent, and he is the shrewd- 
est man who ever handled a heavy- 
weight fighter, either in this country 
or France, 

Specimen of His Artifice. 

Deschamps’is the man behind the 
gun. He is a quick thinker and 
knows the rules governing boxing 
in Europe backward. ' He is a2 mas- 
ter of the French language, and al- 
ways coaches Carpentier in French. 
He studies the opponent of his pro- 
tewe as closely as does Carpentier 
himself, is quick to discover a weak 
point and almost instanter it is 
communicated to Carpentier in 
French, 

It was Deschamps’ quick-thinking 
brain that caused Gunboat Smith to 
foul the French heavyweight in 
the ring at Olympia, London, the 
night of July 16, 1914, Carpentier 
was jolted on the jaw by Smith in 
the sixth round, He was dropped 
and started to get up without a 
count. Smith was poised to land a 
finishing blow. He rushed at Car- 
pentier and Deschamps yelled “Res- 
ter dor” (remains down). Carpen- 
tier dropped on one knee. Smith 
had started the blow. He went over 
Carpentier, who was still resting on 
one knee, and Smith’s right grazed 
the Frenchman’s heed. Deschamps 
leaped into the ring and claimed a 
foul, which Referee Eugene Corr! 
allowed. 

Frenchman's Name a Magnet. 

So you see, a real quick-thinking 
ring strategist is handling Carpen- 
tier. He is eager to get Dempsey’s 
name to articles of agreement. Of 
eourse, they are anxious to have 
that end = settled. Matched with 
Dempsey for the world’s titie is 
some asset to start with. While 
Carpentier says he wants to depart 
from old-time publicity stunts, he is 
doubtless sincere. But the business 
brain of Deschamps is liable to or- 
dain otherwise. : 

After being matched Carpentier’s 
name will be like a magnet to draw 
the dollars. Music hall engagements 
in Furope would likely be followed 
hy a brief tour of America. Then 
they would corral the coin. There 
is a great curiosity in this country 
to see Carpentier. Sportsmen want 
to size him up. They want to see 
how he compares with Dampsey. and

Of course this is 
all for the man that is going to 
hang around town for the winter, 
but for the lucky individual who 
is going south it is another story.

There were many golf 
championships rlayed and many 
new champions made. Few players 
retained the titles held when we 
quit playing championships before 
the war. The most remarkable up- 
set wag the failure of Chick Evans 
to hold on to at least one of his 
titles. He began the season as the 
national open and tae national ama- 
teur champion, but finished without 
any crown whatsoever. It was not 
bad golf either that lost him these 
titles, as Evans seemed to be just 
about as steady and as brilliant a 
performer as he was in 1916. But 
golf is a strange game and does not 
always work out to the satisfac- 
tion of the dopester. 

I wrested the open title away 
from Evans and Dave Herron pick- 
edup the amateurtitle when Chick 
dropped it in that never-to-be-for- 
gotten battle with Francis Ouimet 
at Pittsburg. Ouimet dropped 
Chick, but he couldn't hold on long 
enough to annex the title himself. 

Others going into the 1919 golf- 
ing season with titles in their pos- 
session were Oswald Kirkby, holder 
of the Metropolitan amateur; Fran- 
cis Ouimet, holder of the.western 
amateur, and myself, who held the 
Metropolitan open and retained 
possession of the title. Barnes held 
the professional golf championship 
in 1916 and retained the title this

coach and director of athletics at 
the Virginia Polytechnic institute, 


announced today that he would re- | 


sign his position as head of athlet- 
ics here, his resignation to take ef- 
fect at the close of the collegiate 
year in June, 1920. Mr. Bernier’s de- 
cision comes as a severe shock to 
his many friends, but it is a known 
fact that he has contemplated tak- 
ing up the study of medicine for 
some time, and it was only at the 
persuasion of his many friends that 
he was induced to remain at Vir-~- 
ginia Tech this season. | 

Charlie Bernier received his pre- 
paratory training at Pennington 
school, of New Jersey, and then en- 
tered Hampden-Sidney college. He 
was a student at Virginia Tech ih 
1910-11. The next year he coached 
the baseball team at Vermont State 
eollege. Later he returned to Hamp- 
den-Sidney as head coach and direc- 
tor of athletics. He was the gov- 
erning head in sports for five years 
at that institution. 

Bernier came to Virginia Tech as 
head coach in 1917, and last year 
was unanimously elected director of 
athletics. Few men there are who 
have attempted to direct the busi- 
ness end and coach football, base- 
ball, basketball, track and the minor 
sports. Bernier has done this, and 
in a highly creditable manner, and. 
he leaves here with sincere regret 
from everybody. f 

Bernier has always stood for good, 
clean, wholesome sport, and Lewis 
Battersby, of Swarthmore, a promi- 
nent football official, said recently 
that he believed that Charlie Ber- 
nier had done more than any other 
man in promoting the cordial feel- 
ing which now exists among the 
members of the South Atlantic di-

Bernier’s football team won the 
South Atlantic championship 
year, and his basketball quint also 
captured the South Atlantic title. 
He has worked wonders in promot- 
in an athletic spirit here, which 
will redound to his credit in the 
years to come. Bernier has not de- 
cided what medical school he wil! 
enter, but it is a known fact that he 
has many flattering offers from 
leading medical schools in the south.

EUROPE PREPARES 
FOR 1220 OLYMPIC 


Systematic Werk Is Un- 
der Way for Greatest of 
All Sport Classics, 
Which Takes Place Next 
August. | 


[ 


New York, December 20.—Adopt- 
ing the same systematic methods 
which American athletic authorities 
proved successful in the past, Euro- 
pean nations are preparing for the 
Olympic games of 1920 in a thor- 
ough manner which bodes no easy 
victory for the United States ath- 
letes in the international track 
meet at Antwerp, Belgium, next 
August. Campaigns for the devel- 
opment of teams, collection of funds 
and other important details essen- 
tial to success in such an elaborate 
undertaking, are already under 
way, aided in several cases »y gov- 
ernment supervision and subsidies. 

No better example may be cited 
than the plans and arrangements of 
the French, which involve a gener- 
ous use of the army methods and 
system. Three classes remain 
mobilized of «the great army of 
France at the present time. They 
are the class of 1917, boys aged 22, 
that of 1918, aged 21, and the class 
of 1919, youths of 20. Thus the 
flower of the French race, physical- 
ly and from an_  athietic point of 
view, remains under arms. They 
are distributed in various garrison 
towns and departments of France. 
It is from among those three 
classes that athletic France ex- 
pects to recruit thirty or forty 
first-class_athletes to add to the 
already fair quota of men who are 
slated to represent France at Ant- 
werp. 

The following program has been 
decided upon by the athletic direc- 
tors of the French army, at the 
head of whom is Colonel See, chief 
of-the Joinville School of Athletics 
for the French army. Elimination 
trials will be conducted in every 
regiment of the above three classes, 
each soldier making a speciality of 
the sport for which he has shown 
the greatest itclination and to 
which he has been pronounced fit- 
test by the doctor of the regiment. 
These trials will occur after three, 
four and perhaps six months of 
preparatcry training under the eye 
of an‘athletic director. Soldiers who 
have shown class warranting their 
undergoing further training will 
be picked out and directed to one of 
the large centers nearest their bil- 
let, Strasburg, Lyons, Marseilles, 
Bordeaux and Paris. 

According to the schedule adopt- 
ed the men chosen as being’ worthy 
of fufther trial will reach their 
various headquarters some time in 
the spring. hen semi-finals will 
be held in Strasburg, Lyons, Mar- 
seilles and Bordeaux and it will be 
a case of the survival of the fittest. 
These will be gent to Joinville, near 
Paris, where the final touch will be 
put to their preparation. 

Fifty chiefs of battalions are just 
now finishing a special course of 
training at the Joinville school and 
in a few weeks will be disseminated 
among «the garrison towns of 
France to commence the training of 
the men and officers. 

Two hundred officers and ap- 
proximately 150 men-are already 
hard at work™at the school, some of

Bears Still in Control, De- 

spite Improvement of 
Last Week—No Bull 
Markets Probable Early 
in 1920. 


; By C. H. Platt. 

New York, December 20.—(Spe- 
_cialL.)—A somewhat better tone pre- 
vailed in the securities markets dur- 
ing the past week, with fair ime- 
provement in values of many stocks, 
but here and there new low records 


_ were scored owing to a continuation 
of liquidation or of bear pressure. 


The air of extreme pessimism that 
many of the larger operators have 
worn for several weeks does not 
seem to have been dissipated, and 
, there are still predictrons to be 
heard that valus will go much low- 
er, with some stmting that a panic 
is to be expected during the next 
few months. The majority of fol- 
lowers. of securities, however, seem 
to be in a waiting attitude, believ- 
ing that while the outlook is poor 
for material récoveries in prices at 
this time, that early in the new 
year there ought to be some im- 
provement in security values, with 
possibly.a new bull movement in 
the spring months. 

The bear storiés that are hear? 
are based mostly upon the fear that 
current conditions in foreign ex- 
change and in world trade will work 
disaster to American industries. 
They state that the present low 
rate of exchange will allow Euro- 
pean manufacturers to far under- 
sell this market, as the cost of 
manufacture abroad is lower than 
here, smaller profits would be taken 
while deevloping markets here, and 
the foreigner has a big exchange 
advantage even without the other 
things. This view loses sight of 
the fact that when the foreign man- 
ufacturer is able to send enough 
goods here to materially affect this 
market and American industries, it 
will operate in itself to put foreign 
exchange back to normal levels and 
take away that advantage to the 
importer. 

Also that any serious threat to 
American industry «from foreign 


‘competition would probably bring 


about the rebuilding of high tariff 
walls. Besides these things, in- 
creased sales of foreign goods would 
enable the other nations to buy 
many things here that present high 
exchange rates prohibit. Not only 
that, but hundreds of American 
manufacturing firms have built up 
unprecedented strength in surplus

MAKES STATEMENT 


Congress Urged Not to 
Abandon Pending Legis- 

‘lation for Drastic Regu- 
lation of Packing and 
Food Industry. 


(The Constitution—Philadsiphia Pubtic Ledger 
Service—Copyright, 1919. 

Washington, December 20.—Char- 
acterizing the . proposed dissolution 
of the alleged food trust of the big 
five packers as “a sweeping victory 
for the wholesale srocers and a 
sweeping defeat for the live stock 
producers, the farmers and consum- 
ers of America,” the national farm- 
ers’ council in a statement tonight 
urged congress not to abandon pend- 
ing legislation for drastic regulation 
of the packing and food industry. 

The statement follows: 

The compromise made by the de- 
partment of justice and the biz five 
packers makes more necessary than 
ever the enactment of the Kenyon- 
Anderson bill to protect the farmers, 
producers of live stock and the pub- 
lic. The decree issued by the de- 
partment of justice is a sweeping 
victory for the wholesale erccers 
and a sweeping defeat for the live 
stock producers, farmers and con- 
Sumers of America. 

It serves notice in unmistakable 
terms upon the American people that 
parties guilty of the grossest forms 
of conspiracy in restraint of trade, 
and to establish monopoly may ap- 
parently, through agreement with 
the department of justice, secure 
immunity for their actions. Another 
equally stmking feature about the 
decree is that under the packers 
may througa holding companies con- 
egg their exploitation of the peo- 
ple. 

Shows Consplracy. 

“Volume Il.:of the federa) ‘trade 
commission’s report on the meat 
packing industry shows conclusively 
the existence of conspiracy between 
the big five to hammer down prices 
of live stock and to divide the mar- 
ket among them. The hammering 
down of prices for live stock and 
hogs during the past few months 
seems sufficient evidence of a collu- 
sion between the packers. In spite 
of the decree the packers can go on 
doing business at the old stand and 
in the ol'l way. 

“The decree entirely omits ‘all 
reference to business in poultry. 
eggs, butter and cheese. These 
products are not handled extensive- 
ly by “the wholesale grocers. The 
farmers who produce them, howév- 
er, know what it means to leave 


‘the big packers free to extend thei? 


control over the handling of these 
farm products. The decree issued 
by the government, after agreement 
with the packers, in no way breaks

Belief is expressed that evidence 
has been obtained that may result 
in the arrest of several of those who 
planned and carried out the attack. 

The absence of independent wit- 
nesses and the quickness of the at- 
tack caused a number of discrep- 
ancies in accounts of the occur- 
rence, 

Most recent reports state that the 
motor car in which the _ viscount 
rode was not struck by bullets, the 
attacking party centering its atten- 
tion on the automobile immediate- 
ly behind, which was empty. Thia 
car was shattered by a bomb which 
burst inside of the vehicle. Large 
crowds from Dublin visited the 
scene of the attack yesterday after- 
noon, 

Viscount French and Mr. Saunder- 
son, his secretary, refused to see 
newspaper men and officials gener- 
ally are very reticent.

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Government Lottery That 
Will Make Millionaire a 
Day for Two Years 
Keeps Parisian Minds 
Off Coal Famine.

Paris, December 16.—The sensa- 
tional development in our electoral 
campaign has been the issue chosen 
by the groups of the left under the 
leadership of the majority socialists. 
As I anticipated in.a previous letter 
this bloc of socialist groups is op- 


posed in the electoral field by a re- 


publican coalition of moderate 
groups forming a powerful center 
party, balanced by a reactionary 
bloc of clericals and royalists on the 
right. The overwhelming strength 
of the center, providing the repub- 
lican groups forming ithold togeth- 
er, is sufficient to stand any pressure 
from either extreme. Yet it was 
with some trepidation that we real- 
ized the progress made by bolshe- 
vism in France, for that and noth- 


ing else is the pert openly and 
unreservedly adopted by the social- 
ists for their campaign. 


Bolshevism! It is oniy a few 
weeks ago that we were ridiculing 
this foreign specter as a distant 
phantasm which a breath of entente 
realism would blow away, or at 
worst (and at best) a philosophy 
which had taken the place of an- 
archism in the select circles of rev- 
olutionaries who, like the early 
Christians, were satisfied if they 
were left in peace to conduct their 
services in the secret and insani- 
tary catacombs of our social order. 
And now, here it is, not only above 
ground but adopted as the politicai. 
almost religious, creed of the second 
largest political party in the state. 
Their newspapers proclaim it un- 
blushingly. We are thus threatened 
not only by the syndicalists with 
communism imposed by direct ac- 
tion, but by more or less constitu- 
tional development directed toward 
the same end. We are a long way 
yet from a socialist administration 
and one may expect that as their 
program comes nearer to realiaztion 
it will be modified, although the re- 
cent history of the socialist party 
contradicts that assumption.

CONGRESS 10 PROBE 
RUSSIAN PROPAGANDA 


Washington, Decembér 20.—Inves- 
tigation by the foreign: relations 
commitee into activities of Russian 
propagandists in this country was 
ordered late today by the senate, 
which adopted a resolution by Sen- 
ator Kenyon, republican, of Iowa, 
providing for such an inquiry. 

As originally drawn and earlier in 
the day reported favorably to the 
senate, the resolution limited the in- 
vestigation to the activities of Lud- 
wig C. K. Martens, self-styled 
ambassador to this country from 
the Russian soviet government.

“all facts relative to the activity of 
others relating to Russian propa- 
ganda in this country.” 

Senator King, democrat, of Utah, 
denounced Martens for his alleged 
propaganda in this country and at- 


tacked the labor department for 
failure to deal with him. He saia 
it seemed as though some persons

inclined to protect Martens than 
to enforce the law. 

The Utah senator as well as Sen- 
ators Williams, of Mississippi, anda 
Thomas, of. Colorado, all democrats.

The credit for organizing the 
squadron is due first to Major Ced- 
ric E. Fauntleroy, late of the For- 
eign Legion, Lafayette escadrille 
and American air service, its com- 
manding officer, and Capain Merian 
C..Cooper, late of the United States 
army and the United Séates air 
service, 

There were many obstacles to 
overcome before Major Fauntleroy 


and Captain Cooper finally got per- 
mission to enlist a squadron of ten 
pilots, including themselves. 

Many pilots have tried for months 
to get into the Polish air service, 
but, for the most part, have failed. 
Early in the spring of this year 
another pilot and 1 applied at the 
Polish military mission in London 
to be enlisted as flyers for Poland, 
We were told to write to the gen- 
eral officer commanding the Polish 
army in Warsaw, which we did— 
many times. But 
heard from the G. O. C. of the Polish 
army. I also applied at the Polish 
legation in Paris, but those there 
also said that they had received no 
instructions concerning the enlist- 
ment of aviators. 

I had about given up hope of ever 
getting into the Polish air service 
when I saw Cooper in London. Havy- 
ing just got out of the ho@pital, I 
Was feeling pretty weak and, I sup- 
pose; looked the same way. I told 

im that I had just been dischargea 
from the hospital after undergoing 
an operation on my head. 

He then asked me if 1 still want- 
ed to go to Poland and would I go 
out with them when I got better. 

Several days later General Rosi- 
dowski, ‘chief of the Polish mission 
in Paris, officially: enlisted me in 
the Polish army.

MANY DAREDEVILS 
FOUND IN SQUADRON 


“Nothing Has Ever 
Touched Me So Much as 
the Offer of You Young 
Americans to Fight for 
My Country,” Says Pad- 
erewski.

(Formerly of British Royal Air 

Force, now a member of the Kos- 

ciuszko Squadron.) 

London, November 27.—(Special.) 
Living in a half-destroyed vilage 
on the northeastern frontier of Po- 
land are nine American aviators who 
have pledged themselves to fight 
and if necessary to die in helping 
Poland establish its independence. 
These flyers, who are helping 
America’s new sister republic to rid , 
herself of the bolsheviks, are the 
members of an entirely American 
squadran, the Kosciusko squadron, 
which has been named after the 
great Polish patriot, Thaddeus Kos- 
ciuszko, who fought for the Ameri- 
can colonists in the war of inde- 
pendence and was a brigadier gen- 
eral under George Washington. 

Long protographic and reconnais- 
sance patrols are carried out by 
these young Americans over the 
snow-swept, barren plains. of 
northeastern Poland, where the 
bolshevik lines have been estab- 
lished, in a formerly German scout 
plane the Albatross D-111. Skis 
are being used on the undercarriage 
in place of wheels so that the ma- 
chine may be landed on the snow. 
The work is oceasionally varied 
with a bit of ground “strafing.”

He was later 
transferred to the Lafayette Esca- 
drille and, being an expert me- 
chanic who had shown much prom- 
ise when learning to fly, the French 
made him a test pilot as soon as he 
finished his course. He was a fly- 
ing corporal when 
entered the war and war trans- 
ferred to the American service as a 
lieutenant, still retaining the pom- 
tion of test pilot. Later he was p-o- 
moted successively to the rank of 
captain and major. 

Captain Merian Ccoper, who hails 
from Jacksonville, Fla., is one of 
the bravest chaps that | ever met. 
He has an indomitable spirit. While 
serving with the Twentieth Ameri- 
Gan squadron Cooper led a bombing 
formation over the German lines 
and was shot down in flames. He

Reception in Poland. 


The trip to Poland was a most 
interesting one. It was made in 
freight cars and Captain Kelly 
cooked for the party. 

On their arrival in Warsaw the 
party reported to General Pilsudski, 
president of Poland, at the Polish 
white house. 

According to a message which I 
received - courier from Cooper, 
General Pilsudski is a very unpre- 
tentious man and wears no deco- 
rations. He reeeived them on the 
lawn of the presidential building. 
The talk was brief and very much 
to the point. 

The general said thta he under- 
stood that “it was the wish of the 
entire squadon to+get on active 
service as £00n aS possible and that 
they would be sent to the north-’ 
eastern frontier of Poland the mid- 
del of October.” He added that 
“the sector was a very ainimated 
one, as bolsheviki had been active 
there ‘of late.” 

Kenneth Adams, a well-known 
newspaper man, who went to the 
United States with the inter-allied 
mission, is Attempting to raise 
money for the squadron, as the Po- 
lish pay is little better than the 
French pay. If Mr. Adams fails in 
getting Americans to back the 
ac’'adron the fellows willl be in for 
a hard time this winter. 

Colonel Howlands, U. S&S A. mili- 
tary attache to the Polish mission 
in Paris, also deserves a great deal 
of credit for the organization of 
the squadron.

In London Styles 
Now Predominant

London, December 20.—(Special.) 
There is absolutely no sameness 
about fashions here in London this 
fall. It is literally true that no two 


women you meet at a tea party, no 
two figures on Bond street or Pall 
Mall, will look in the least alike, 
and even in the evening it is almost 
impossible to pick out any particu- 
lar frock and say, “There that is 
the latest style.” 

I guess it’s because of the war, 
anyhow the well-dressed women of 
London who have by this time sifted 
out all the models from the great 
French houses have absolutely 
drawn the line at anything in Me 
least suggesting a uniform, .even 
chrysanthemum red, which is the 
favorite color in Paris this fall, died 
suddenly as soon as it began to ap- 
pear in different shops. Not the lai- 
est, but the.most different, is now 
the general demand. . Accordingly 
you find suits that are inspired by 
every period, and, what is more re- 
freshing still to one just back from 
the sober colors of America, an 
amazing lot of bright coolrs in 
cloths, in gaiters and dn gloves. 


Lots of Color. 


Smart women dressed from head 
to foot in bright red or emerald 
green, in mustard or warm tan, are 
found in every fashionable gather- 
ing, and so the streets are full of 
color. The women in their bright 
neat close-fitting tailored suits with 
always some soft white or very pale 
tinted collars or ruffles or vests 
showing under their furs, sweep 
along the narrow gray streets like 
swirls of autumn leaves and make 
them gay and lively. 

Another detail that catches the 
eye of a returned American is the 
bright umbrellas. A black umbrella 
is now almosé as scarce as a colored 
one used to be in fashionable Lon- 
don, and even the men have greens 
and browns to go with their heavy 
top coats, which are distinctly col- 
ored, too. 

Gloves are mostly of heavy leather 
stitched with white or black for the 
street, and the black, gray and green 
patent leather bags, lined with 
brilliant contrasting colors, seem to 
have remained as much in favor as 
they were in early autumn. 

Jersey Cloth Popular. 


Jersey cloth, both silk and wool, 
have returned to the shops in great 
quantity, and at a sligthly reduced 
price, and as they are no longer ex- 
tremely chic, but their graceful 
hang ig folds are far too becoming 
to be wholly abandoned by the wom- 
en who have the courage to stick to 
a thing even when it is popular. 

The French fashion experts say 
that the perfectly straight hangin 
and shapeless frock has gone, but i 
only needs half an eye to see that 
in, all the models of all the collec- 
tions (and there is a wealth of them 
Such as has not been seen here for 
a long time and which is replenish- 
ing every day by aero-post from 
Paris) the straight clinging waist- 
line dress is the foundation upon 
which every variation is built. 

In one collection in particular this 
foundation is of black satin or very 
dark blue, and over it iS thrown a

In this Russian type of dress the 
sleeves are always wide at the wrist.

Fragile Trimmings. 

Serge and duvetyn dresses of dark 
colors are trimmed with the most 
curious and fragile materials. A 
dress which was much admired was 
of fine black cloth hung over a tight 
underdress of ivory satin. The cloth 
was cut in the directoire style, with 
long panels somewhat bunched over 
the hips. These panels were cov- 
ered with rows and rows of finely 
pleated white net flounces from 
waist to ankle, and the outline, of 
course, was of extreme fluffiness 
and a distinct pannier effect. 

Some house dresses are made with 
slightly boned hip draperies, but it 
seems to be generally conceded that 
this extreme fashion is only suitaé¢ 
ble for housewear, and as cael 
women nowadays insist upon wear-

The’ favorite dresses are those 
Which have bunches of the softest 
possible stuff or tulle which can be 
smoothed down under a street coat 
or fur wrap. One of the character- 
istic sights of ballrooms in London 
is the general preening and fluffing 
out of their tulle bows and floating 
scarves of chiffon by the dancers be- 
tween the numbers. 

It is astonishing how taffeta has 
rushed be.ck into the extreme of 
fashion. It is being shown in the 
loveliest colors, embossed, embroid- 
ered, stenciled and striped, and the 
dancing frocks made of it are the 
last word in smartness. 

One lovely frock for a young girl 
was made of palest blue chiffon taf- 
feta, which appeared to be merely 
two straight pieces fastened togeth- 
er down the sides under the arms 
and then shirred to fit the figure and 
leaving a broad sort of drooping 
petal of silk above the high waist 
line to make apology for a bodice. 
The upper part of the figure was 
swathed by three shades of palest 
blue tulle with a modesty of flesh 
pink bound round straight under the 
arms.

ajor General Lewis, whose de- 
parture from Atlanta causes keen 
regret among his wide circle of At- 
lanta friends, made a notable rec- 
ord overseas in command of ths 
Old Hickory division. - Accompany- 
ing General Lewis will be dirs. 
Lewis, and Captain A. R. Willard, 
his aide. 

General Lewis has two sons in 
the military service, Major Henry 
B. Lewis, stationed at Honolulu, 
and Thomas E. Lewis, 4 cadet at 
West Point. The general also has 
a daughter, the wife of Major A. B. 
Newman, stationed in Washington. 


Dr. RR. B. McRary, grand master 
of the grand lodge of negro Masons 
of North Carolina, and one of the 
ablest leaders of the negro race in 
his state, in a reeent address before 
the forty-ninth annual meeting of 
the grand lodge at Statesville, N. 
.C., made an eloquent appeal for the 
hegro race in its religious, moral 


and industrial life. A system of ar- 
bitration in segtling the differences 
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with the white race as they arise 
was urged by him. 

“In matters involving the local or 
general interests of our people.” 
said Dr. McRary, in his address to 
members of his fraternity, “we 
should seek and avail ourselves of 
opportunities for conference and 
counsel with the best white people 
in our several communities; and 
that whenever and wherever we are 
sure our racial interests aré not 
receiVing due consideration.” 

The life of Dr. McRary has long 
been held up to othefs of his race 
as an outstanding example of the 
result of application in the serious 
things of life, industry and Chris- 
tian belief in the principles laid 
down in the books of the Bible. 

Natural Negro Leader. 

Although he was born in slavery, 
Dr. McRary secured a splendid ed- 
ucation, and through profound 
thinking for the best course for his 
race, he has gradually become the 
natural negro leader of his state. 
and his influence has proved of 
great benefit to the negro popula- 
tion of North Carolina, in working 
out problems of their race. 

Dr. McRary, in his address, 
Strongly urged the people of his 
race to uphold Bible principles. The 
following are extracts from his ad- 
dress: . 

“In these mr ag peril, these days 
that try men’s ssuls, these days of 
heightened individuality and group 
responsibilities. our chief aim 
should be to put ourselves and the 
world about us on a New Testa- 
ment basis. In spite of all that has 
been spoken and written and@d 
done to redeem itj we live in a world 
still-sadly afflictéd with moral mal- 
adies which are contagious and 
deadly, and which men have yet to 
learn, cannot be healed nor erad- 
icated by legislative enactments,

As Result of Better Pros- 
pect of Railroad Legis- 
lation. and Rise in Brit- 
ish Exchange on Sat- 
urday. 


News York, December 20.—Brighter 
prospects for railroad legislation 
and another substantial rise in Brit- 
ish exchange caused moderate cov- 
ering of short contracts in the 
course of today’s brief mack: market 
session. 


The further recovery of interna- 


tional remittances was based upon 
the recommendation of the secre- 
tary of the treasury to congress 
urging that credits be advanced to 
the more needed European coun- 
tries. 

Early gains of 1 to 83 points in 
rails, oils, steels and various other 
industrials and specialties were 
held only in. part, however, the 
market easing in the later deal- 
ings with an irregular tone at the 
close, 

Trading in bonds was relatively 


more active than the turnover in 
stocks. Several of the recently 
heavy speculative rails, including 
Pennsylvania general 4%s and Bal- 
timore and Ohio convertible 4%s 
were strong. Liberty and foreign 
war issues were steady. Total sales 
(par value) aggregated $12,300,000. 
Old United States bonds were un- 
changed on call during the week. 

The decrease of slightly over $40,- 
500,000 in actual reserves in clear- 
ing house banks created a deficit 
in total excess reserves of about 
$12,321,000. This is the first deficit 
reported since the latter part of 
September -when reserves fell al- 
most $100,000,000 under legal re- 
quirements. 

Country-wide bank clearings 
again broke all previous records for 
this period of the year exceeding 
1918 by 40° per cent and 1917 by 
almost 52 per cent. Much of the 
increase, it was pointed out, re- 
sulted from the higher level of 
commodity prices over the previous 
two years.

Will Your Income For Year 
1919 Exceed $1,000? If So. 
Dont Fail to Read This 


By JOSEPH A. BLONDELL, 


If you are single and your net income this year exceeds $1,000, 
you are required to file an income tax report. 

If you are married and your net income this year exceeds $2,000, 
you are required to file an income tax report. 

A single person is allowed a personal exemption of $1,000. 

A married person is allowed a personal exemption of $2,000, plus 
$200 for each child dependent upon and receiving chief support from 
you. ‘ 
A married person not living with husband or wife is allowed a 
personal exemption of $1,000. , 

Ignorance of the law is no excuse, and any person who fails to 
file a return of taxable net income is subject to a fine of not more 
than $1,000 and, in addition, 25 per cent of the amount of the tax due. 

Penalty for filing a false or fraudulent return, a fine not exceeed- 
ing $10,000 or not exceeding one year’s imprisonment, or both, in 
the discretion of the court,«and, in addition, 50 per cent of the tax 
evaded. 

All companies and firms are required to send to the United States 
internal revenue department a list of all employees that received 
$1,000 or more, showing names, addresses, whether married or single, 
occupation and amount of salary, etc., paid to each individual during 
the calendar year 1919. From this you can readily appreciate that by 
failing to file a return; that is, if you are required to do so, that the 
department may readily check up to ascertain if you complied with 
the requirements of the law. ; 

THE TAX. 

After deducting the personal exemption, all net income up to 
$4,000 is taxable at 4 per cent, and all net income above $4,000 is 
taxable at 8 per cent. 

An additional tax, called surtax, is imposed at graduated rates on 
net income in excess of $5,000; in other words, on net income between 
$5,000 and $6,000 the surtax rate is 1 per cent. From $6,000 on, the 
surtax rate increases 1 per cent on each $2,000.

Discussed by Clagett 


Money Lost by Govern- 
ment Due to War, He 
Says, and Public May 
Expect Little Improve- 


ment When Uncle Sam! 


Gives Up Roads.

Sooner or later ~robably on Jan- 
uary 
railroads of the United States will 
terminate, and the roads will go 
backto the management of their pri- 
vate owners. And simultaneously, 
if past expressions of sentiment 
mean anything, the . erican peo- 
ple will have a sigh of relief. “Get 
the govern: ut ou o. tho r a'm of 
private business,” the people have 
said, and so the government is get- 
ting out, at least. is getting out of 
the direct, day-by-day management 


of the railroads. Unless the congress: 


shallextendithe period of rovern- 
ment cotnrol, we are going to have 
private ownership again and, natur- 
ally, we ought to know, as accurate- 
ly as possiblefi what the change will 
mean. 


The really big lesson which must} trojjeqg throug 


| government 
1—government control of the 


cheaply as possible. The traveler 
and the shipper, and through the 
shipper the ultimate consumer, want 
trains run on time, want courtesy, 


i want cheap rates, want safe service. 


None of these thingscan be secured 
unless the railroads areable to get 
the money to make the necessary 
additions and betterments, buy the 
badiy-needed «uipment, put the 
1 ads ona financial basis they have 
not had since long before the war; 
they cannot be solved unless the rail- 
road companies treat labor fairly 
and take advantage of the lessons 


_learned during government control. 


The sooner the idea is dispelled 
that all the railroad difficulties of 
the last two years have been due to 
operation, the quicker 
the railroads get on their feet 
again. One does not have to be an 
advocate or believe in permanent 
governmentownership or control to 
honestly believe th t. Already there 
are beginning to be signs that the real 
facts are being understood. A man 
may aimost say in public that his 
train arrived on time wander govern- 
ment operation without 
mobbed. 


Rail Troubles Foreseen. 

Before government operation be- 
gan, we believed we es private 
control and, in a sense, we had—bue 
only in a sense. The income of the 
railroads—the rates were controlied 
by national and state governmental 
bodies. The service—the operations 
—were being more and more con- 
h national and state 


will 


factory railroad service, is that 
something more must be done to 
remedy conditions than merely turn- 
ing the carriers back to private 
control under the same form of legis- 
lation in existence prior to rovern- 
ment operations. The idea has 
grown up that once therajroads go 
back to private management, all the 
ills will disappear. That troubie 
started when the opponents of gov- 
ernment ownership overplayed 
their hand. They set out to prove 
that the government could not suc- 
cessfully runthe railroads, and they 
ended byconvincing almost every 
one that everything that has gone 
wrong with the railroads during the 
last two years has been due to gov- 
ernment control. 
Problem Before Congress. 

Congress just now 
with the problem of whether goy- 
ernment contro! is to be continued 
or just what kind*of private contro 
we are to have—whether we will 
have a few railroad corporations, or 
the 200 or more we had before: what 
the basis of rate-making is to be: 
whether labor is to have a share in 
the profit# and is to have a place 
on the directorates; whether rail- 

road strikes are to he forbidden, or 

whether the labor settlement ma- 
chinery set up by the government is 
to be continued; whether the gov- 
ernment is to exercise supervision 
over security issues, will have di- 
rection over pooling of equipment, 
and is to control consolidations of 
existing companies—in other words, 
whether we are to go back to the 
old conditions virtually unchanged 
or are to undergo readjustmen:s 
in our railroad structure and prac- 
tices. 

On the outcome of the action of 
congress will depend, in large meas- 
ure, whether the railroads are to 
give satisfac..cy ser'-e, or whether 
the troubles existing before the war 
are to be repeated. Bu,, incanwhile, 
it may be possible to learn some- 
thing of what has been disclosed by 
groverr: t operation- °™mnething of 
what the change back to private 
control promises the public.

cerned, its interest in the railroads 
is that satisfactory service, both pas- 
senger and freight, be rendered as

ance laws. various regulations and 
statutes. The government controlled, 
but did not take the responsib'lity. 

However much of the blame may 
have rested on the few railroad 
owners who betrayed their trust and 
prostrated great properties, the fact 
remained that long before govern- 
ment operation began, the public 
generaily had begun to appreciate 
that something had to happen or 
railroad troubles were ahead. 

Then came the war, and after the 
war had lasted something more than 
six months, the troubles became so 
manifest that the government step- 
ped in and took over the operation 
of the railroads. What’ would have 
happened had the government stayed 
out, it is impossible accurately to 
It is sufficient to remember that 
compelling demands for increased 
wages were pending. many of the 
failrood4s were facing bankruptcy, 
conflicting government priority or- 
ders and lack of unification among 
the railroads were throwing traffic 
into confusion, and there was not 
sufficient equipmen: to handle nor- 
mal business,let alone the vast war 
needs. The answers have been vary- 
i:-g. but in one respect they have 
been uniform: the railroads could 
not have carried the load had they 
been continued under the old laws 
and regulations and diversified con- 
trol. 

Government control accomplished 
one thing, if it accomplished nothing 
else. Under it the railroads handled 
the war- business without faltering. 
Gorget, forthe moment, the incon- 
veniences which you suffered or read 
about; forget the wage increases so 
widely advertised; forget the lack of 
individualattention; forget the gov- 
ernment railroad deficit. Remem- 
ber that primarily the railroads 
were placed under government con- 
trol to help win the war, and see 
how they measured up to that 
standard. 

This is neither the time nor the 
place to go. into the details on the 
accomplishments of government 
control. But the country erhaps 
should remember always that its 
railroads, operated by trained rail- 
road men temporarily under direc- 
tion of the government, moved 13,- 
446,859 soldiers and sailors and ma-

Perhaps the pic.ure may be more 
vivid if it is remembered that 217,- 
749 railroad coaches and Pullmans 
were used in these troop move- 
ments, that 18,400 special trains 
were operated and that the move- 
ment was equivalent to transport- 
ing one passenger 5,917,6538,719 
miles. ; 

And then the other branch of the 
war work of the American rail- 
reads—the movement of war sup- 
plies. There has been no complaint 
about this. The country was not 
told, could not be told, how in the 
spring of 1918 the allied ambassa- 
dors in Washington, backed by tel- 
egrams from their premiers, told 
the director general of railroads 
that the allies would lose the war 
if a certain amount of foodstuffs 
was not moved to the Atlantic sea- 
board in a certain number of days. 
Empty freight cars were rushed to 
the west—an expensive movement— 
and rushed back again in tIlong 
trains, loaded, and before the time 
was up the allied ambassadors had 
to call a halt because they did not 
have ships enough to load the food- 
stuffs piling in on them. 

In brief, it has nevér been denied, 
and I think never will be denied, 
that at least so far as handling war 
business is concerned—the  busi- 
ness they were taken over to han- 
die—the American railroads under 
government operation performed 
their job in true American fashion, 

To learn what the change back to 
private operation involves, suppose 
we see what the chief complaints | 
against government operation have 
been and then examine them to dis- 
cover whether they can be cured 
merely by a change from govern- 
ment to private operation, or wheth- 
er we have got to have more than 
the old private operation we had 
before the war. 

Charges Against Management. 

Broadly, these are the charges 
against the railroads under governe 
ment control as I have recognized 
them in the newspapers, in debates 
in congress, in resolutions of trade 
bodies, and in conversation from 
one end of the country to the other: 

irst. The government-controlled 
railroads have lost money and have 
incurred a deficit to be naid by the 
tax-payers. (This deficit I have | 
seen stated at anywhere from $500,- 
000,000 to $5,000,000,000.) 

Second. Rates. have been too high. 

Third. Wages of railroad em- 
ployees have been increased _ tov 
much. , 

Fourth. The railroad properties 
have been run down. 

Fifth. The service, both passen- 
ger and freight, has deteriorated, 
and employees have been less polite 
than under private control. 

So that there may be no misun- 
derstanding of the facts, let it be 
said immediately that after paving 
operating expenses and paying to 
the railroad corporations rental of 
approximately $940,000,000 a year or 
approximately $1,880,000,000 for the 
two years of government control, 
the net loss to the government on 
account of operating expenses will 
be about $236,000,000 for 1918 and 
$250,000,000 for 1919, or a total of 
$486,000,000 for,the two years.

heavy business, the government 1s 
making money out of the railroads;

From articles appeg#@ing some- 
times in newspapers @ is apparent 
that there is some misunderstanding 
as to how much freight and passen- 
ger rates have been increased un- 
der government control.. The fact 
is that, considering the country as 
a whole, passenger rates have been 
increased approximately 25 per cent 
and freight rates have also been 
increased approximately 25 per cent. 
When it is remembered that the cost 
of practically everything entering 
into railroad operation has been in- 
creased more than 25 per cent, it is 
evident that this increase in rates 
has not been extravagant. While 
the chr ge to the public for rail- 
road transportation has increased 
25 war cent, it is evident that the 
charge for practically evérything 
else in the country has been in- 
creased in the same period decidedly 
more than 25 per cent. 

Hines Discusses Rates. 

As to the charge that railroad 
wages have been increased too 
much, here again it is necessary to 
get at the actual facts, and I think 
that I cannot do better than to quote 
| from a recent address which has not 
been published to any extent, made 
by Mr. Walker D. Hires, 
tor general of railroads: 

“You have heard a great 
about extreme cases of increases in 
pay to the railroad employees. In 
that, as in so many other things, 
,;it is the extreme cases that are 
/ dwelt upon, whereas in a matter of 
| this sort, we must look at the gen- 
| eral situation, The general situa- 
_tion is that the average increases in 
| rates of pay which have been made 
'for railroad employees throughout 
| the United States has been about 50 
per cent over the rates of pay 
which were in effect in December. 
1917. I have yet to learn of any 
important industry which has shown 
&@ more conservative average of in- 
crease in pay in the same time, in 
view of the war conditions which 
made increases in pay both proper 
and necessary, and while this in- 
crease in the rate of pay has been 
about 50 per cent, the increase in 
| the earnings per individual has been 
| Jess than that, because the num- 
;} ber of hours the individual em- 
ployee works is less than the num- 
ber of hours he was working in 
December, 1917, under the war pres- 
sure then prevailing and under the 
longer hours which were then es- 
tablished. 

“One or two illustrations: Last

Covenant to Be Fulfilled. 

As to the claim that the railroad 
properties have been run down unh- 
der federal control, it should be re- 
membered: that the contract which 
has been made with a large pro- 
portion of the railroad corporations 
and whichis based upon the feder- 
al -controt act, provides that the 
properties shal] be turned back in 
the same condition as they were 
when they were taken over, and 
contains the covenant that if it de- 
sires the government Can satisfy 
this provision by spending on each 
property the same amount as was 
spent in the test period, taking into 


consideration the changed prices cor: 


labor and materials. .The: govern; 
ment, of course, 
covenant. 

On some railroads it has already 
been fulfilled; on others, adjuSt- 
ments in money may be necessary. 
On some railroads the way and 
structures are in better condition to- 
day than they were prior to gov- 
ernment control, whereas the equip- 
ment is not in such condition, and 
on other railroad properties the 
contrary is true. 

The next serious charge against 
government .control has ben that, 
under it, service has deteriorated, 
and that emnloyees bh e been less 
polite and attentive. ™. fake up 
that charge we should divide gov- 
ernment control into two parts: 
First, the part during the war and 
immediately thereafter, and second. 
the period after the soldiers got 
home and the country began to do 
peacetime business again, say since 
July 1, 1919. : 

During the first period railroad 
Service, meaning ihe everyday serv- 
ice to the individual civilian .passen- 
ger and shipper, did deteriorate. 
There is no use’trying to disguise 
the fact, nor. is there any object in 
doing so, and we must face facts if 
we are to know what is to happen 
after government control’ is over. 
Afer watching the situation closely, 
month after month, reading innu- 
merable letters, going through 
newspaper editorials from every 
State and town, traveling on the 
railroads in all parts of the cour- 


var 
and immediately thereafter was due, 
in a small degrée, to government 
control, and to a much larger de- 
gree to the war and consequences of 
the war. 

The part that was due to govern- 
ment control did not result from 
anything the government or any one 
representing the government did, 
that could haye been avoided, as I 
see it. One reason was the lack 
of the competitive spirit. The other 
was the drawing in of solicitors and 
traffic representatives. AS a re- 
sult of the latter, many shippers 
who had previously been given gye- 
cial attention no longer received it. 
The part that was due solely to 
the war was involved in the loss 
to’ the army of many skilled em- 
ployees, to the use for strictly war 
purposes of equipment which other- 
wise could have been used for ci- 
vilion. and business purposes, to the 
necessity of putting civilian and 
business needs always behind war 
needs.

1917 and during the two 
years of government control there 
have not been the needed additions 
and betterments' and the needed 
equipment. t 
The railroads during the last year 
of private control did not have surf- 
ficient money to make these im- 
provements, and during the . war 
they were not made, first because 
of the shortage of materials and 
labor; and secofid, because of the 
lack of needed appropriations, and 
third, because in the closing months 
of federal control it was impossible 
for the government to make plans 


. when its tenure of control was lim- 


ited. 


The fact is that if the railroads 
are to give adequate public service 
after government control they must 
adopt many of the plans which have 
been worked out during govern- 
ment control. They will want to 
retain many of the consolidated 
ticket offices and consolidated ter- 
minals; they will want to continue 
the elimination of many circuitous 
routes previously employed; they 
will want to continue the pooling of 
repair shops; it is to be hoped that 
they will want to continue the per- 
mit #ystem for the loading of grain 
and certain other commodities which 
prevents the use of railroad equip- 
ment for warehouse purposes: many 
will want to continue the utilization 
of universal mileage books: to a 
degree, at least, they will want to 
push forward the standardization. of 
equipment; certainly many will 
want to continue the maintenance 
of common time-tables between im- 
portant points; they will want to 
continue the promotion of standard 
operating statistics to bring out 
the various elements of railroad ef- 
ticiency. 

Through co-operation between the 
railroad administration and _ the 
American Railroad association dur- 
ing the last few months many of 
the improvements developed under 
government control seem certain to 
be continued, whatever legislation 
is adopted; but what is really need- 
ed for the service of the public is 
the development of really adequate 
legislation which will permit the 
making of needed improvements and 
the purchasing of the necessary 
equipment, and which will put the 
entire railroad plant at the service 
of the entire country. Unless these 
things are obtained the mere pass- 
ing back to private control almost 
certainly will prove a snare and de- 
lusion. 

War Biamed for Losses. 

To sum up, therefore; the large 
proportion of the money lost by the 
government in operating the rail- 
roads has been due to the war and 
to readjustments following the war, 
and, the :situation having changed, 
this condition will neither be bet- 
tered or:%nade worse by the return 
of the railroads to private control. 
There may be some economies in 
opeFation brought about, but this 
will be largely offset by losing the 
economies of unified control: the 
rates control; the physical condi- 
tion of the properties. will not. be 
bettered under private control :un- 
less the railroads are placed in po- 
sition to secure money; the service, 
both passenger: and freight, may be 
bettered: under private control: as 
far as individual attention is con- 
cerned, but can hardly be bettered 
as far as the aggregate service to 
the public is concerned: certainly 
it will not be bettered or even kept 
as good unless the railroad compa- 
nies;retain many of the unifications, 
conentidatians .ate.. which have heen

Your artists of American birth now 
have the right to place the distin- 
guished initiala “R. A.,” which sig- 
nify Royal Academician, after their 
names. The latest to become privi- 
leged to do so is Mark Fisher, who, 
already an associate of the Royal 
academy, W elected a full mem- 
ber at a géneral a&Ssembly of aca- 
demicians and associates held here. 

The other American Royal aca- 
demicians are John 8. Sargent, Ed- 
win A. Abbey and J. J. Shannon. 
Two of them at least are among the 
most eminent members of the his- 
toric body to which George III. 
granted a charter in 1765 and noth- 
ing would be less surprising than 
the ultimate election of one of them 
to its presidency, the post that their 
countryman, njamin West, one of 
the original members of the acade- 
tay, occupied for 
years. 

Mark Fisher, the new R. A. is one 
of the many American artists who, 
denied recognition in their own 
country at the outset of their ca- 
reers, have won it abroad in abun- 
dant measure. He was born in 
Boston, Mass., of English and Irish 
parents and educated in the public 
schools of that city. When quite a 
child he showed a marked talent for 
drawing. His earliest instruction 
‘was at the Lowell institute. His 
first efforts were portraits and fig- 
ures, but his love of outdoor sub- 
jects and life later induced him to 
take up landscape and animal 
painting. 

At 20 he went to Paris and was, 
for a short time, in Gleyre’s studio. 
On his return to Boston he met with

of this page, calls attention to a 
state of affairs existing at the col- 
lege that should put the state to 
thinking. 

As Mr. Conner expresses it, “the 
college for the training of the finest 
set of men and women to be found 
in any agricultural college in the 
south” is “undergoing a process of 


distressing financial situation by 
which we are confronted!” 

“What must an institution do,” 
he isks, “which receives the resig- 
nations of three of its valued and 
experienced workers at one time?” 

And such resignations, he de- 
clares, are not exceptional by any 
means, but have recurred “with 
such frequency as to have almost 
decimated the ranks of our teaching 
staff!” 

He goes on to show that the 
teachers and . professors — true, 
tried, capable and valuable men— 
are deserting the college, not 
through lack of interest in the in- 
stitution, nor of devotion to their 
work, but simply because they are 
paid salaries that do not enable 
them to live, whereas other posi- 
tions open to them—as farm man- 
agers, or at handling farm machin- 
ery, fertilizers, grading and buying 


creases ranging from $600 to $2,000 
a year.

“IN THE SIRLOIN” 


By winning three grand cham- 
pionships in the cattle division at 
the International Live Stock show, 
called the “Victory show,” which 
was held at Chicago early this 
month, besides making a highly 
creditable showing in the swine 
section, the south placed itself, as 
The Chicago Tribune expressed it, 
“in the sirloin” as a rival of the 
west for the live stock honors of 
the continent. 

The three grand championships 
taken by the south were in the 
three beef cattle breeds: Angus, 
Hereford and Shorthorn. 

Of these, the first and third 
grand championship went to Ten- 
nessee breeders; the second to E. 
E. Mack, of Thomasville, Ga., one 
of the leading Hereford breeders of 
the country. 

following the awards in the 
Angus and Hereford classes. The 
Chicago Tribuns carried a news 
story, of which the following is an 
extract: 


“Dixie! Dixie!’ shouted the crowd 
in the oval at the International Live 
Stock exposition yesterday, 
the south won two grand champion- 
ships in the cattle division. Dixie- 
land made an impressive showing, 
and many said it should have been 
called Dixie day. 

J, I. Huggins, of Dandridge, Tenn., 
was awarded the blue ribbon for 
grand champion Angus bull with his 
Idolmere. E. E. Mack, of Thomas- 
ville, Ga., captured the prize for the 
grand champion Hereford bull with 
Bonnie J. 

“They talk about the south being 
in the saddle in a political way,” 
said one Dixie enthusiast. “Now 
they can say she is in the sirloin.” 


The next day The Tribune made 
announcement of the further fact 
that the third grand championship 
in the beef division, together with 
several honors in the hog line, was 
captuied by the south, which, until 
recently, was known to northern 
ahd western stockmen as a  ,Fro- 
ducer of nothing better than rail- 
splitter cows and piney - woods 
razor-back hogs. 

It is pointed out by J. F. Jackson, 
agricultural agent for the Central 
of Georgia railroad, that “the Vic- 
tory show had a decidedly south- 
ern flavor.” 

“Some years ago,’ Mr. Jackson 
recalls, “when Point Comfort, a 
Mississippi Hereford bull, won the 
grand championship for that breed, 
it was generally looked upon as an 
accident which would not happen 
again.” 

“But this year,” he goes on to 
say— 

“the grand champion bulls of all 
three beef breeds were from Dixie, 
and the south can rightly claim to 
be ‘in the sirloin,’ which is of really 
greater importance than being ‘in 
the saddle’ politically. When the 
southeast can carry off all three 
grand championships it is time for 
the rest of the country to sit up and 
take notice of our possibilities for 
the raising of beef cattle. Better 
cattle have followed closely upon the 
disappearance of the cattle tick, 
and before we were entirely rid of 
this pest the results at the Interna- 


tional this year proved what may be 
done.” 


What has been done in the devel- 
opment of the live stock industry 
in the south within the last few 
years proves that we have here 
practically every known essential 
to its success. 

Such a splendid showing as the 
south made at the International, 
where it successfully competed 
with the best live stock of the 
whole United States and Canada, 
undoubtedly will do much, not only 
to encourage the production of bet- 
ter grades of stock by our own) 
farmers and stockmen, but to in- 
fluence breeders who have never 
been south, and who know little of 
the south’s advantages, to come 
here and look the situation over— 
many of them to remain. 

Which will mean a new and a 
brighter day for the live stock in- 
dustry in the south.

Editor Constitution: What must 
an institution do which receives the 
resignations of three of its valued 
and experienced workers at one 
time?

Dropping Non-Essentials _ . 


Short Talks on Psychology 


By PROF. CHARLES GRAY SHAW, Ph. D. 
New York University. 


One has to have and use many 
pairs of eyes to take note of all 
the signs displayed upon billboards, 
trees and in the Subway. It is plain 
that somebody wishes all the some- 
body elses to take note of certain 
important matters of whieh ignor- 
ance excuses none. How is atten- 
tion controlled? Just what should 
an advertisement contain? 

As note-taker man has certain 
peculiarities: among them is the 
habit of letting many things go by 
for the sake of the one thing im- 
portant. As a matter of fact, you 
note too many things, make too 
many responses to. your nervous 
system, so that you fail to see the 
forest for the trees, the city for 
the mass of houses. 

Inhibition, as it is called, is the 
first step in noting the facts and 
things which are to have meaning 
for you. Do you notice all the let- 
ters in a word, or see how a a I 
formed, or mark whether the upper 
curve of the “s” is equal to the 
lower one, or whether your watch 
has a “VI.” on it or not? No, you 
omit these, so why not drop other 
non-essentials? 

The social order, which always 
has an ax to grind, has decided 
that the sons of men shall make 


note of certain things. Why is 


professional life praised, or why 
does one wish to be ealled “doctor”?”’ 
The social order has attached hon- 
ors to such things, and to this we 


respond. To make the back-to-the- . 
farm movement count, it might be 
well to give degrees in farming. as 
Doctor of Agriculture. To get 
manual labor back into the hands 
of Americans it might be well to 
have honors and titles attached to 
work in the shop. 


As it is, men neglect or fail to 
recognize the importance of such 
things because the social order has 


tricked them into thinking that 
position is everything, when it is 
very little. We have paid too much 
attention to these signs which say 
that doctors, lawyers, soldiers are 
the best men in the land. 


One of the lurid signs hung up 
before our eyes is to the effect that 
vocational training, which gives 


you success at once, is better than 
cultural development, whose fruits 
do not come out in the first suns 
of summer. Thus the materialities 
are ahead of the humanities, but 
both signs agree in asserting that 
knowledge is the need of the new 
day. The signs of the day are to 
the effect that trained men must 
mobilize.

AMERICAN IDEALISM 
“=~ PROVES CHIMERICAL 


» America Was a Symbol of 
Something Far More No- 
‘ble and - Beautiful, as 
“Well as Powerful, Than 
-Had Hitherto Been Con- 
‘ceived—Now Nations of 
- World Are Shocked and 
Disappointed at Senate’s 
Stand. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

Washington, December 20.—(Spe- 
clal.)—For any one who saw the 
Paris conference, who saw and 
heard an American view unfolded 
and developed by President Wilson, 
there can be nothing short of an 
absolute shock in any examination 
of the situation in Washington to- 
day. The retreat from Paris is in 

y ects the most impressive 
tacle since the retreat from 
w. 

Superficially, at least, to judge 
by é@very sign and symptom visible 
in the national capital, America to- 
day is something totally different 
te the picture painted by the 
president in Paris a year ago and 
accepted by our Buropean asso- 
ciates in the recent war as a truth- 
ful portrait. 

With the political and partisan 
aspect of the discussion around the 
peace treaty I have not the slight- 
est intention or desire to deal. One 
may believe the senate, or the pres- 
ident, or both responsible for the 
deadiock which now exists over the 
treaty, or one may even believe, 
with at Jeast as much warrant, that 
the people of the United States 
themselves are responsible. But 
what is striking, impressive to any 
one who saw the Paris conference— 
more impressive than all else—is 
the state of mind at the capital. 

Mtated baldly, the situation in 
Paris was approximately this: The 
president told the people of Europa 
that America was prepared to lay 
aside her traditional policy of iso- 
lation, abandon her customary 
aloofness; his very presence in 
Paris was taken as ultimate evi- 
lence of an American will to be- 
come a partner In world adminis- 
tration, in a new ordering of the 
world: It was regarded as proof 
that America felt that the war had 

sed upon her -a mission, and 

mission was without. selfish 
purpose, without any concern for 
private profit, to work for a fair 
peace settlement and lend her enor- 
mous strength, her resources in men 
as well as in money, to guarantee 
the perpetuation of that settlement. 

In all that he said the president 
at all times was convinced that he 
spoke for America. So were all the 
Americans who in their official ca- 
pacity went to the peace confer- 
ence. So, with few exceptions, were

It was the conception of the pres- 
ident, illustrated 


again and again, that the principles 
which he advocated, the American 
ideals which he preached, were aot 
only American, but accepted the 
masses of the plain people of Euro- 

nations, of the nations recent- 
y associated in an alliance against 
Germany, and of the Teutonic allies 
as well The president believed im- 
plicitly that the views which he ex- 
pressed were the views of the whole 
American people; that the princi- 
ples which he championed were in- 
dorsed by his fellow countrymen, 
and that the responsibilities which 
he was prepared to undertake in 
their name would be accepted by 
them. ; 

In the preaching of the new go0s- 
pel the president was enormously 
fortified by fact that he was 
the chief executive of the American 
nation. Nor was he les« aided by 
the unmistakable circumstance that 
America was the single world pow- 
er with resources still unimpaired— 
a sound giant in a world inhabited 
by the crippled and the maimed. 
In affirming his doctrine he gave 
it’ irresistible force bv proclaiming 
that if people were made in accord- 
ance with American principles, all 
the mighty resources of this nation 
would be available to defend those 
principles, whether they were ex- 
pressed in terms of‘ frontiers or of 
finance. 

As to the principles, Europe re- 
mained skeptical, It accepted some 
through necessity. Others it suc- 
ceeded in modifying. But Great 
Britain and France never felt 


strong enough openly to challenge 
the president's purposes. Moreover, 
the people and the statesmen saw 
as the chief article in the peace 
treaty at Versailles that American 
pledge that assured American ap- 
pearance in European councils 
henceforth; saw the league of na- 
tions as the factor which brought 
America to Europe, and accepted it 
on this understanding. 


Moral Prestige of America. 
No American who was not in ‘Eu- 
rope last winter can conceive the 


hour. The war had aimost miracu-

Millions of men 
and women as well as children in 
northern France, in Belgium, in all 
of easteern and southrn Europe, 
owed their lives to American food.

So far as 
Washington knows, public opinion 
is favorable neither to the president 
nor to the senate. It is unaffected 
by any particular form of compro- 
mise. It is weary to death of the 
contest emphatically hostile to fur- 
ther European ventures—oblivious 
to all the generous emotions and im- 
pulses of a year ago. 


Oddly enough, on this, the main 
circumstance, there is no difference 
of opinion between democrats and 
republicans. Both sides equally 


recognize the wave of materialism 
and the failure of ail appeal for 
passage of the treaty comes not 
from the champions of national 
idealism, of all recitation of Buro- 
pean duties. The pressure for pas- 
sage of the treaty comes not from 
the champions of national idealism, 
but the spokesmen of national pros- 
perity. The arguments today are 
based upon American financial in- 
terests, not upon American idealistic 
Purposes, and the whole discussion 
is assuming a new shape. 


But all of this {s miles and miles 
away from the peace of last , 
No treaty could even be considered 
now which did not carry reséerva- 


tions fatal to the essential spirit 
of the president’s words in iurope. 
The reservations which have become 
essential if the treaty is to be rati- 
field at all constitute a direct re- 
pudiation of that spirit he pro- 
claimed in Europe to be American. 
What has been destroyed piece by 
piece in Washington is the idea of 
America, which he daily and hourly 
Erereases in the peace conferences, 
i@ and little, in Paris. He knows 
as the senate does not, as few of 
the people in the United States do, 
how each debate, each delay, has 
served as a practical repudiation of 
his own words, spoken with convic- 
tion in Paris and responsible for 
an agreement totally different from 
any ordering of world affairs that 
could have otherwise been achieved. 


But with all these circumstances 
It feels 


that the country has forgotten Eu- 
rope, laid aside foreign concerns, 
become intensely concentrated upon 
national affairs. It feels that the 
United States has demobilized, that 
the war has become a matter for art 


commissions and historians, for stat- 


ues and for books. It cannot even 
be made anh issue in the approach- 
ing national eauipal n in the minds 
of most political observers. The 
chapter seems finished, and “as you 
were” has become the word of com- 
mand. As for what Europe feels, 
suffers, thinks, there is not the 
smallest suggestion here that there 
has been widespread American con- 
cern, As a matter of business 
Washington believes that the coun- 
try feels that the treaty ought to 
be disposed of. As a mattér of mor- 
al obligation that, in the contempo- 
rary mind, is “old stuff.” 


We shall have a treaty within 
three months. On this point all 
Washington observers agree, be- 


sonee the countfy will not “stand” 
for further postponement, but only 
cause American interésta will be 
vanced by the formal ratification 
of the tréaty. As far as Burope is 
concerned, América has “quit.”

The land should be 
broken to the depth of 4 or 5 inches. 

fter the bed has been thorughly 

roken apply fertilizer at the rate 
of 200 pounds to the 100 square 
yards of bed. Any good complete 
tobacco or cotton fertilizer will do. 
A good application of well-decayed 
compost or manure which is free 
from all weed or grass seed is ad- 
visable. 

The fertilizer should be thorough- 
Ty mixed with the top soil by any 
meéeans that good judgment dictates. 
After this the bed should be raked 
until it is in perfect condition. The 
amount of seed to 100 square yards 
is usually one heaping tablespoon- 
ful. Care should be taken to dis- 
tribute these seed evenly over the 
surface of the bed. A good method 
to pursue to get this result is to 
divide the seed to be sown into two 
parts, sowing one-half the seed one 
way, then sowing the other half 
crossways to the ones you have just 
sown. Tobacco seeds need no cover- 
ing, except the running of a roller 
over the bed after the seeds are 
sown. . 

It is best to mix the seed to be 
sown with 2 quarts of sifted road 
dust or dry wood ashes as a vehicle 
Tor the proper distribution of the 
‘seed. Where a roller is not con- 
‘venient the bed may be firmed by 
“ramping on it with the feet, care 
being taken not to let the heel of 
the shoe make a deep imprint in the 
earth. Poles about 6 or 8 incl es in 
‘diameter should be laid around the 

ed and staked down in enough 

laces to keep them from rolling.

To Conduct Boll Weevil School 


Agriculture 


The Georgia State College of 
Agriculture at Athens has an- 
nounced a ten-day boll weevil school 
to teach farmers how to combat the 
enemy of cotton. It will be a 
school of démonstrations, not lec 
tures, and should be attended’ by 
every farmer in the state. Follow- 
ing is the announcement sent out 
by the college: 

Boll Weevil School. 


A boll weevil school -lasting for 
ten days and consisting of twenty 
practical demonstrations 
farmer may carry home with him 
and put into practice Guring 1920, 
will be held at the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture, Athens, Ga., 
January 20 to 30, 1920. The work 
of the school will include demon- 
strations in which the farmer him- 
self can take part, explanations of 
the demonstrations and then the ap- 
plication back to the farm. 


There will be demonstrations in 
applying calcium arsenate with 
hand and with power maehinery to 
fight the boll weevil. There will 
be a demonstration on how to fight 
the boll weevil with sweet potatoes, 
A sweet potato house will be in- 
spected. A miniature house will be 
on exhibit to show every detail of 
construction. Blue prints and bill 
of materials will be presented to 
every member of the school, and 100 
bushels of sweet potatoes will be 
packed in standard containers and 
marketed through the merchants 
of Athens by a committee of the 
school, 

This is but one of the many iIn- 
teresting and practical demonstra- 
tions which is outlined in this pam- 
phlet. There will be demonstra- 
tions in innoculation of hogs, fence 
post treatment, terracing, tractor 
up-keep and plowing, treatment of 
diseased wheat and oats, marketing 
of hogs and many others.

Likewise, it does not produce 
reactions in disease-free animals 
which have recently calved. 


Skilled Dairy Labor. 


The suggestion that daikying in- 
volves skilled labor seems to be a 
novel idea with many people. 


It doesn’t require skill to give a 
row of cows a feed of hay, or of meal 
or of roots. That is muscular em- 
ployment, and, by old methods, took 
stiff muscle, too. But it requires a 
trained mind, which is skill, to know 
how much, what kind and when to 
Bive these foods to obtain the best 
results. Brain work rephates much 
of the muscle with steel and steam, 
electricity belt and pulley—in a 
word machinery. 


It doesn’t require much skill to 
milk a cow, by old methods. But 
there are milkers and milkers just 
as there are cows and cows; and 
one man who milks ten or twenty 
cows every morning and evening 
has no cinch. Every cow requires 
different treatment to get the best 
results; approach is different; strip- 
ping is different; temperament is 
different; habit is different. One 
Wants to eat during the process; 
another must be watched for kick- 
ing; the third seems fidgety and is 
“hard to draw.” With the mechan- 
ical milker equal] if not greater skil! 
is required—skill that combines a 
high degree of common sense with 
wide experienee. And this cannot 
be obtained from books. Whether 
milking is an art or a science or a 
profession m&tters not, itis skilled 
labor and the fact is being more 
forcibly impressed upon the dairy- 
man every day of his life, if he is 
an intelligent milk producer. 

But feeding and milking the cow 
are both secondary to producing the 
cow. The discovery of the profit- 
able miilker and her mate, the bull 
of true dairy strain, is another 
branch of the work requiring con- 
summate skill. The selection of 
both the cow: and the bull cannot 
be dealt with in this short article, 
but the management of the herd 
bull deserves reiterated emphasis. 

The care of a valuable herd bull 
is not a job for a careless hired man 
or a succession of hired men that 
are frequently changing jobs. One 
of the points in the dairy business 
that some do not.understand is the 
fact that unskilled labor cannot be 
turned loose to manage a fine herd 
of dairy cows or a valuable herd 
bull. It is a type of skilled labor 
that has not received its due amount 
of appreciation. 

If the bull is fenced where he can 
see the other cattle it sems to help 
to keep him quiet. He likes to 
know what is going on outside the 
fence. When a bull does become 
ugly he should either be marketed 
or placed in the care of one man, 
who will try to understand him and 
take due precautions when in the 
presence of the animal. 

Many bulls receive too much free- 
dom. They are pastured where the 
fences are weak and then break 
over into a neighbor’s field. This 
may result in serious injury to his 
breeding stock, and such accidents 
are not appreciated by any farmer 
even when the bull is owned by his 
best friend. It is bad judgment to 
allow a bull to find out his physical 
power. If he is always under con- 
trol he will respect the strength of 
the owner. because he will not know 
that his own strength is many times 
greater. Never tease a bull calf and 
allow it to compete with you in a 


i nulling contest and then expect that 


animal to be zentle and docile when 


1 it becomes older.

collection until, atthe present time, 
practically all of the leading com- 
mercial varieties of the state are 
being grown, and most of them are 
in bearing. 

Yield records cf all the trees have 
been kept since they came into 
bearing, and the data accumulated 
should serve us well in the selec- 
tion of varieties for other plantings. 


The following varieties have done 


‘well at the experiment station, and 


we think the prospective grower 
would do well to select from these: 
Alley, Moneymaker, Moore, Pabst, 
Stuart, Schley and Teche. 


The Moneymaker, Teche and Al- 
ley have been excellent bearers thus 
far. However, the- Moore, which 
came into bearing this season, bids 
fair to equal any of them. 

The Stuart, which was attacked 
Severely by the shuck worm and 
bore very poorly for the first three 
or four years of its bearing age, has 
improved during the last two sea- 
sons, 


The Pabst does not come into 
bearing as early as most other va- 
rieties, but makes a strong, vigor- 
ous growth for the first four or 
five years, and bears rather light 
crops, but by the eight or ninth 
year it develops into a good pro- 
dueer of high-grade nuts. 


Alley, Pabst and Moore are early 
bloomers and serve well to pollie 
nate the other varieties named. 

The trees should be set during 
the winter months, though it is pos- 
sible to’ transplant them with good 
results as late as March. 

Dynamite may be used on rocky 
land or where there is a pronounced 
hard pan, but where the soil is fer- 
tile and has been well cultivated, 
a moderately large hole made with 
spade or shovel is sufficient. No 
fertilizer or coarse manure should 
come in contact with the roots 
when the trees are set. 

The holes should be filled with 
fertile top soil, the surface left 
loose and slightly depressed near 
the trees so as to take in water. 
Moisture will be conserved’ and 
plant food added, if a few forkfulls 
of stable manure are spread over 
the soil around each tree as it is 
planted. Most commercial pecan 
orchards have twenty trees to the 
acre, giving them a distance of a 
fraction over 46 feet apart. How- 
ever, many commercial growers 
now recommend that the trees be 
set from 50 to 60 feet apart.

Working for More Pastures. 


The pasture problem in the coastal! 
plain section of the soputh must be 
solved, says the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, in order to 
bring about agrictltural utilization 
of these lands. The problem has 
become increasingly imnortant since 
the high prices ¢f feeds are more 
and more forcing attention to the 
cheap feed—pasturage. 
bureau of plant industry has recent- 
ly done a great deal of work along 
this line. The investigators have 
confirmed the blue-grass pasture 
experiments, in which it was shown 
that heavy pasturing was much the 
best method both agronomically and 
economically. Unfortunately, say 
the specialists, facilitates for exper- 
iments and demonstrations are 
wholly inadequate in attempting to 
work out a system of better han- 
dling of northern pastures. On the 
coastal plains of the south, unless 
the soils are much affected by 
drouth, continue the experts, carpet 
grass supplemented with lespedeza 
makes excellent pasture. Golden 
crawn grass jis also excellent. Ef- 
forts are being made, with the aid 
of a new stripping machine, to place 
carpet grass seed on the market in 
adequate quantity.

At the conclusion of the 
meal I was invited to the family sitting 
reom,. where the ladies and children kept 
things lively. The President sat in his cor- 
ner at the fireside, smoking his pipe in a con- 
tented way, and paid'little or no attention to 
the grown-up people about him.’’

Willie had passed to the great beyond, and 
Taddie, his father’s idol, was the only child 
to say, ‘Merry Christmas, papa!’ ’’ 

Less than two years ago was torn down 
the little brick building on New York avenue, 
four blocks from the White House, which 
was a toyshop kept in Lincoln’s day by an 
old soldier of the first Napoleon whose name 
was Stuntz. He had a disabled leg, which 
reposed on a stool while he carved wonder<« 
ful wooden soldiers, cannon and doll furni- 
ture. 

This shop had a great fascination for little 
Tad Lincoln, and also, as it would seem, for 
his father. They would often visit it to- 
gether, ang the President bought freely of 
old Stuntz’s wares. He once said: ‘I want 
to give Tad all the toys I didn’t have, aad 
all the toys I would have given the boy whe 
went away.”’ 

The shop was still @ toyshop, unaltered 
since Lineoln’s day, when the building was 
torn down. .The children of many later 
Presidents patronized it, and from it haves 
come quantities of the playthings that re- 
joiced the hearts of generations of White 
House youngsters at Christmas time.

The steel rall and what it-has done 
for the development of transportation 
Jn the United States. 

BY DR. E. J. EXWARDS. 
NE of the foremost of the men 
O of affairs in the United States 
while speaking of the ability to 
transport him from Chicago to New 
York in twenty hours, the train mak- 


ing an average of sixty miles an hour, 


said that he never took this trip with- 


out regarding it as miraculous—that 


it was possible to make a journey of 
ae kind so swiftly and without acci- 
t. 

Many others have wondered how 
invention and science have so far con- 
quered elements of danger that a rail- 
road train can be operated for a thou- 
sand miles in twenty hours, some- 
times ies@, running smoothly, carry- 
ing passeagers comfortably and rarely 
meeting «ven with a trivial accident. 
Of course, invention and science have 
perfected many special improvements 
in the igcomotive engines, in the cars, 
the road bed and equipment whereby 
a train can gain and maintain an 
average speed of between fifty and 
sixty miles an hour. But perhaps the 
chief factor in the development of 
rapid travel which is also safe is the 
perfection to which the steel rail has 
been brought. The story of the steel 
rail, it has been said, is also the story 
of the development of the modern 
high power locomotive and also of the 
increase in train operations from the 
“bumpy” two miles an hour which 
were made by the DeWitt Clinton en- 
gine in 1831 to the present sixty miles 
an hour or better service now made 
daily by the so-called Twentieth Cen

provement in the manner of joining: 
these English steel rails and this 
recommended method was adopted. 

Yet it was some timé il- 
road managers in the~ States 
realized the Value of the steel rail. It 
may have been that the increased cost 
of the rail deterred some of them from 
adopting it. For it was not them under- 
steod that while the first cost might 
be much greater than, that entailed in 
the purchase of .the ordinary rail, 
nevertheless, by reason of its longer 
wear it would ultimately prove cheap- 
er than the fron rails. 

Origin in Strap tron. — 

It was about this time or a little 
later that Dr. Dudley, then a citizen of 
Ohio, began his investigation and 
study, exhaustively continued, until at 
last the highly perfected steel rail 
was made, adopted and found to be 
sufficient in its capacity to bear the 
enormous strain ocasioned by pass- 
ing over it of a very heavy train which 
was running at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour. 

Recently Dr. Dudley wrote briefly 
of the development of the steel rail, 
saying that there probably are very 
few, if any, who can remember or 
who even saw the original strap iron 
rail. The strap iron rail, so called, 
was the first rail equipment adopted 
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tury Limited and other famous trains 
which furnish the utmost of corofort, 
safety and speed to American travel. 
ers. 

Credit Due Dr. Dudiey. 

The perfecting* of the steel rail is 
largely due to the researches, experi- 
ments and inventions of Dr. Plimmon 
H. Dudley. He has made of this sub- 
ject a life study. That has involved 
the knowledge of chemist:.-, of phys- 


’ $cs, as well as all of the elements or 


factors which are represented by the 
operations of a modern railroad traiu 
with safety at a speed of sixty miles 
or morean hour. 

For his achievements Dr. Dudley has 
received many honors, symbolized by 
degrees conferred upon him, and by 
resolutions which contain tributes of 
praise and which were adopted by 
scientific associations in the United 
States and in Europe. He began this 
service when the steel rail was al- 
most unknown. Many years ago, when

In the early days of rail- 
road development the builders believ- 
ed that it was vital if there were to 
be safety in the operation of trains 
that the sleepers, or what are now 
called ties, should be of unyielding 
quality such as #s found in stone. The 
builders of thé Boston & Lowell rail- 
road which was one of the earliest 
American raflways, laid down granite 


blocks, to which were attached the so-- 


walled strap iron rails. Te the eye

antees of safety, wut it was speedily . 


discovered that instead of being safe- 
ty equipment, they really co.utained 
elements of danger. These granite 
blocks upon which the rail rested were 
so stiff, so unyielding, so inelastic as 
to occasion violent strains, especially 
upon the light built railroad cars <i 
that early day. Unless a train was 
run very slowly the cars were likely 
to be racked, disjointed, as though 
receiving a violent blow. Therefore, 
in due time the granite blocks were 
taken up and the sleeper or wooden 
ties, as .e know them, were substi- 
tuted. This method of raflroad con- 
struction has been maintained ever 
since, although there have been im- 
provements in the laying of the, sleep- 
ers and the art of ballasting the 
sleepers with broken stone has been 
carried toa high degree. 

But even after the granit2 blocks 
were removed and wooden ties sub- 
stituted, the strap iron rail was not 
free from danger. It . frequently 
would tear loose from the tie, then 
curl up, often penetrating the floor 
of the car. So that it was early seen’ 
that it would be necesary so to ma’ e 
a rail that it would be completely 
of iron and its wooden support there- 
tofore used be abandoned. Then 
began the construction of the iron 


engine was named DeWitt Clinton. 
It weighed nearly seven~ thousand 
pounds and was placed upor two 
pairs of drivers.

Besemer, who afterwards was known 
as Sir Henry Bessemer, invented the 
process for making Besemer steel by 
blowing air through moulten cast 
iron in a converter, was the manu- 
facture of steel so cheapened that it 
became available for use for rail. 
Besemer invented this process in 
1856. Dr. Dudley, in speaking of this 
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recently, said that the first idea of 
Bessemer was to blow the moulten 
metal until he had reduced the car- 
bon in it to about one-half of one per 
cent. By that process he was sure 
that he would procure a stronger 
metal than either cast fron or wrought 
iron. 
Bessemer’s Invention. 

Bessemer was on the right track, 
although his process, in order to per- 
fect it, involved some improvements. 
But at last Bessemer steel was used 
in the manufacture of rails. They 
were placed upon the English rail- 
road beds and submitted to long 
tests. Then it was disclosed that one 
Bessemer steel rail would outlast not 
less than fifteen and often as many 
as twenty iron rails. That item of 
itself, in view of the saving, made it 
clear that the Bessemer steel rail, al- 
though the first cost was heavy, nev- 
ertheless was economical. 

Advantages. of Steel. 

But there were other considera- 
tions that were of even more impor- 
tance than those which are associated 
with the difference in cost between 
steel and iron rails, for not many 
tests were necesary to show that the 
steel rail would not only last longer 
than the iron, but would carry a much 
heavier load, that load being taken 
over the rail at a very high rate of 
speed. In 1865 the Bessemer process 
for making steel was introduced into 
the United States and in a few years 


lar uantities of Bessemer steel 
Sat dacs foade. This enabled the 
extension of more railroad lines than 
would have been possible by the re- 
stricted manufacture of iron rails. 
The imported Bessemer steel rails 
which were brought into the United 
States shortly after the close of the 
civil war cost from $100 to $120 a 
ton. But these rails wore 80 well 
that they reduced the expense of 
operating the railroads. It was dis- 
covered that they would last. in the 
track from twelve to fourteen years. 

In 1878 Dr. Dudley. made what 
proved to be a very important test. 


It was done with an express passen- 
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high speed passenger trains upon the 
strong and adequate steel rails. The 
original roadbed was eq.ipped with 
wooden springers for the strap iron 
rails.

that it pointed the way to a great 
development of railroad construction.

This 
road, ~-hen finished, would make it 
possible to ride by steam cars, so- 
called, from Albany to Utica, a hun- 
dred miles, although it would be nec- 
esary to change cars at Schenectady. 

At least twelve 
first operation of railway trains in 
the United States, iron rails began 


to be rolled. The best wrought fron 
used for rails contained about two 
per cent of slag. The fron was rolled 
into what was so-called “muck bars,” 
then cut and repiled for one rail 
length, then heated to a welding heat 
and then rolled. It was a somewhat 
complicated process, but it dfd turn 


ger train, which ran from Buffalo 
over the New York Central railroad 
to Albany. Dr. Dudley’s statement of 
this test may be appropriately quoted 
here. He said: “We left Buffalo at 
six o’clock with locomotive No. 600. 
The train consisted of nine cars and 
on descending one of the grades jt 
attained a speed of sixty miles an 
hour for two miles. At last the jour- 
nals of the driving wheels became 
hot, so that it was necessary to stop 
the train long erfough for the journals 
to cool. This was the first time that 
my own experimental car had attain- 
ed a speed of a/mile a minute. My 
tests showed that the train resist- 
ance at about fifty miles an hour on 
level tangents was about eleven and 
a half pounds per ton at that speed. 
The locomotive and one baggage’ car 
were cut off at Syracuse and the 
train ran with eight cars from Syra- 
cuse to Albany, another locomotive 
being employed. 1 discovered that 
the train resistance on the four and 
one-quarter-inch, sixty-three-pound 
rails was nearly one pound higher on 
several of the tangents between Syra- 
cuse and Albany than it was earlier 
upon the journey.” 

Dr. Dudley proceeded to work out 
a problem which when the answer 
was obtained wouldwfarnish a five- 
inch, eighty-pound, Bessemer steel 


Tail. As much as a ‘year was required 


to perfect the gethods and it was 
not uatii the spring of 1884 that the 
rail w=s rolled in the) mills and three 
months later it was laid. This newly 
designed rail section of the track at- 
tracted the interest of all railroad offi- 
cials. In fact, the presidents of sev- 
eral of the railroads of the United 
States were present gs order to ob- 
serve the test. They went awa, en- 
tirely satisfied. At last a five-inch, 
eighty-pound rail had been produced 
that was satisfactory in all respects,

Railroad company varied somewhat 
the character of the rail. The Penn- 
sylvania company made a five-inch, 
eighty-five-pound section for their 
service. 

Still there remained the danger of 
breakage, There were times when 
many acidents occurred, due entirely 
to faulty rails. The utmost care in 
the manufacture of rails was not suf- 
ficient to prevent breakage. It often 
happened that a steel rail which was 
able to bear the closest kind of in- 
spection and -was therefore accepted 
as satisfactory, snapped under the 
weight of a heavy and fast moving 
train, or perhaps by reason of severe 
winter weather. Then examination 
of the rail would disclose that some- 
where imbedded within the body of it 
were slight fractures, imperfections 
impossible to detect, and these inevi- 
tably weakened the rail so that at 
last it gave way under heavy press- 
ure, 

Breakage Proof Rails. 

Then arose the problem of how to 
manufacture steel rails which would 
be, as far as possible, breakage proof. 
To this problem Dr. Dudley gave lor> 
continued study. He was often seen 
at the great rolling mills of the 
United States, so that he might test 


the’ effect of the infusion into the 
steel of certain metallic material 
Which he hoped would serye com- 
pletely to strengthen the steel-and to 
make invisible imperfections impossi- 
ble. He at last discovered a formula 
whereby, through the introduction of 
certain metallic substances and the 
chemical affinities which were in that 
way established a substantially per- 
fect steel. rail could be secured. Dr. 
Dudley constructed a m:chine which 
he called a track indicator.. In ap- 
pearance it was something like a 
small locomotive. It was equipped 
with a certain complicated apparatus 
which were Dr. Dudley’s inventions, 
and these were so delicate that they 


responded to every effect upon the. 


rail which was made' when the littls 
engine passed over. The defects 
were automatically recorded, so that 
upon examining the record, Dr. Dnud- 
ley was able to see what the defects 
were, where they existed, and in that 
way be ready to correct the fault. 

There was a mechanism upon the 
train indicator which summed up the 
undulations {n feet and inches per 
mile and parts of mile for each sec- 
tion of the track. In that way he 
was able to secure a diagram which 
would show the entire condition of 
the tracks from NeW York to Buf- 
falo. There ‘was then the basis upon 
which to figure for the requirements 
of the rail which wou'l be able to 
withstand the pressure of the heavi- 
est locomotives running, af*the high 
rate of speed. Gradually the rail was 
increased from five-inch to at last six 
inches and from eighty pounds weight 
to a hundred. 

The makers of the locomotive en- 
gines had advanced so rapidly in the 
construction of these engines that 
when the well perfected steel rail was 
laid it was possible to prepare a 
schedule for a train running from 
New York to Buffalo at very high 
rate of speed and later for a train 
running from: New York to Chicago 
at an equal rate of speed. 

Thus equipped with the well per- 
fected rail and the latest type of loco- 
motive engine, there began, in Octo- 
ber, 1891, the operation of an express 
train, running between New York and 
Buffalo, in about nine hours, four hun- 
dred and forty-four miles. This was 


known as the Empire State Express, 
and by reason of the regularity with 
whith it operated and the apparent 
ease with which it held its high rate 
speed ‘t gained world-wide reputation, 
Many times the executives of foreign 
railroads came to the United States 
so that they might ride upon this 
train and study its operation. 

New Record Obtained. 

It seemed, however, that the de- 
velopment of steel rails might be car 
ried to a higher point than any there- 
tofore attained. Dr. Dudley, acting 
upon this. belief, at last produced a 
six-inch, one hundred-pound rail. 
This was rolled in March, 1892, and 


was lafd upon the track two months 
later. It was the first six-inch, one 
hundred-pound rail used in the United 
States. It was, speaking from a rail- 
road man’s point of view, of the same 
family as the ten-wheel type of loco- 
motive which was manufactured so 
as to draw very heavy passenger 
trains and maintain high rate sched- 
ules. A train of sixteen cars, whose 
length was twelve hundred fee* and 
whose’ total weight was nearly a 
thousand tons, was drawn over these 
new rails and by the latest type of . 
locomotives from New York to Al- 
bany, nearly a hundred and fifty 
miles, in three hours and twelve min- 
utes. There were two stops and five 
slow downs. 

In that way a new world’s record 
was made for passenger trains that 
attain sixty miles an hour in order 
to.maintain schedule. 

In 1902 the Twentieth Century Lim- 
ited was put into operation. It could 
not have been safely established were 
it not for the latest type of steel rails 
with which the line was equipped. 
Dr. Dudley says that he saw the 
Twentieth Century. Limited ready to 
leave Chicago for New York some 
time in the year 1915. The .total 
length of the sixteen-car train, he 
said, from the pilot-of the engine to 
the rear buffer was fourteen hundred 
and thirty-eight feet. That train ar- 
rived in New York exactly on time 
the following morning. Rarely in- 
deed has the schedule been inter- 
fered with at least by any delay for 
which the operation of the railroad 
was responsible. In 1913 the six-inch, 
one hundred-pound section was again 
improved so that the new rail was a 
hundred and five pounds weight and 
six incnes in height. | 

It may be that hereafter some fur- 
ther improvements in the steel rail 
will be made, and yet it seems hard- 
ly possible, economically, to increase 
the weight of the rail and the height 
of it. Six inches in height and a

It is 
now brlieved to be safe to assert 
that, by reason of Dr. Dudley’s inves- 
tigations. and tests and his almost ex- 
haustel scrutiny of the meta! as_it 
passes through the roling mils, to- 
gether with his elaborate study of the 
chemical effect of the infusion of cer- 
tain alloys into the moulten steel al-

industrial progress, the opening up

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Began Hunting Submarines Day After Arrival 


at Queenstown---Hard Life for Crews. 
Had Minute Information as to U-Boat 


Movements---High Regard for German 


Captain. 


Our first division of destroyers 
reached Queenstown on a “Friday 
morning, May 4, 1917; the. following 
Monday they put to sea on the busi- 
ness of hunting the submarine and 


protecting commerce. For the first 
month or six weeks they spent prac- 
tically all their t]me on patrol duty in 
company with British destroyers, 
Bloops, and other patrol vessels. 
Though the convoy system was for- 
mally adopted in the latter part of 
May, it was uot operating ccempletely 
and smoothly until August or Septem- 
Der. Many troop and merchant con- 
voys were formed in the intervening 
period and many were conducted 
through the submarine zone by Amer- 
ican destroyers; but our ships spent 
much time sailing singly, hunting for 
such enemies as might betray their 
presence, or escorting individual 
cargoes The early experiments had 
demonstrated the usefulness of the 
convoy system, vet a certain number 
of pessimists still refused to accept 
it as the best solution of the ship- 
ping problem; and to reorganize prac- 
tically al] the shippire of the worid, 
scattered everywhere on the seven 
seas, necessarily took time. 

But this intervening period fur- 
nished indispensable training for our 
men. They gained an every day fa- 
miliarity with the waters which were 
to form the scene of their operations 
and learned many of the tricks of the 
German submarines. It was a strange 
world in which these young Ameri- 
cans now found themselves. The life 
was a hard one, of course, in those 
tempetuous Irish waters, with the lit- 
tle destroyers jumping from wave to 
wave. For days the men lived in a 
world of mist and fog; rain in those 
regions seemed to be almost the nor- 
mal state of nature. Much has been 
written about the hardships of life 
aboard the destroyer, and to these 
narratives our men could add many 
details of their own. Yet trese hard- 
ships did not weigh heavily upon 
them, for existence in those waters, 
though generally monotonous, pos- 
sessed at times plenty of interest and 
excitement 

The very appearance of the sea 
phowed that our men were engaging 
in a kind of warfare very different 
from that for which they had been 
trained .The enorm..=;s emount of 
shipping seemed to give the lie to the 
German reports that British com- 
merce had been practically arrested. 
A perpetual stream of all kinds of 
vessels—liners, tramps, schooners 
end fishing boats—was passing 
toward the Irish and the English 
coasts. Yet here and there other 
floating objects on the surface told 
the story . Now it was a stray boat 
filled with the survivors of a torpe- 
doed vessel: now a raft on which lay 
the bodies of dead men; now the de- 
relict hulk of a ship which the Ger- 
mans had, abandoned as sun*, but 
which persisted in floating aimlessly 
around, a constant danger to naviga- 
tion. Loose mines, bobbing in the 
water, hinted at the perils that were 
constantly threatening our forces. In 
the tense imagination of the lookouts 
floating spars or other debris easily 
took the form of a periscope. Queer 
jooking sailing vessels, at a distance, 
aroused suspicions; that they might be 
submarines in disguise. A phospho- 
rescent trail in the water was some- 
times mistaken for the wake of a tor- 
pedo. The cover of a _ hatchway 
floating on the surface, if seen at a 
distance of a few hundred yards, 
looked much like the conning-tower 


of a submarine, while the back of an. 


occasional whale gave a life-like rep- 
presentation of a~U-boat awash—in 
fact, so life-like that on one occasion 
several of our submarine chasers on 
the English coast dropped depth 
charges on a whale and killed it. 
What the Wireless Said. 

But it was the invisible, rather 
than the visible, evidences of warfare 
that especially impressed our men. 
The air all around them was electric 
with life and information. One had 
only to put the receiver of the wire- 
less to his ear,p find himself in a 
new and anima world. The at- 
mosphere was constantly spluttering 
messages of all kinds coming from 
all kinds of places. Sometimes these 
we.e sent by Admiral Bayly from 
Queenstown; they would direct our 
men to go to an indicated spot and 
escort an especially valuable cargo 
ship; they would tell a particular 
commander that a submarine was ly- 
ing at a designated latitude and long- 
itude and instruct him to go and 
“get” it. Running conversations 
were frequently necessary between 
destroyers and the ships which they 
had been detailed to escort. “Give 
me your position,” the cestroyer 
would ask; “What Is the name of 


~ 


your assistant surgeon, and who {fs his 
friend on board our ship?” the sus- 
picious vessel would reply—such pre- 
caution being necessary to give as- 
surance that the query had not come 
from a German submarine. “Being 
pursued by a German submarine Lat. 
50 N., Long. 15 W.”—cries of distress 
like this were common. . 

Another message would tell of a 
vessel that was being shelled; an- 
other would tell of a ship that was 
sinking; while other messages would 
give the location of life boats filled 
with survivors and ask for speedy 
help. Our wireless - operators not 


ship therefore constitutes a consider- 
able protection to any merchant ship 
that is within sight. The sabmarine 
normally prefers to use its guns on 
merchant ships for the torpedoes are 
expensive and comparatively few in 
number. Destroyers constantly inter- 
fered with these gunning operations. 
A long distance shot was usually 
sufficient to make the under-water 
vessel submerge and thus lose its 
power for doing harm. The early. ex- 
periences of our destroyers with sub- 
marines were of this kind; but chas- 
ing U-boats under the water, escort- 
ing the small proportion of the many 
cargo ships, andepicking tp survivors, 
important as this work was, did not 
really constitute. effective anti-sub- 
marine warfare. It gave our men 
splendid training, it saved many a4 
merchant ship,’ it rescued many vic- 
tims from the extreme dangers of 
German ruthlessness, it sank a small 
number of submarines, but it could 
never have won the war. 

This patrol by destroyers and light 
surface vessels has been criticised as 
affording an altogether ineffective 
meéhod of protecting shipping, espe- 
cially when compared with the con- 
voy system. This criticism is, of 


course, justified; still, we must un-:

work. It was Captain Long’s duty to 
co-ordinate the movements of our 
convoys with the much more numer- 


ous convoys of the Allies; he _ per- 
formed this task so efficiently that, 
once the convoy organized was in 
successful operation, I eliminated the 
whole subject from my anxieties and 
requested Captain Long not to in- 
form me when troop convoys sailed 
from the United States or when they 
were due to arrive in France or 
England. There seemed to be no rea- 
son why both of us should lose sleep 
over the same cause. 

The most conspicuous feature of 
the convoy room was a huge chart 
entirely covering the wall on one 
side of the-office; across to. this 
chart obtained by ladders, not unlike 
those which are used in shoe stores. 
It gave a comprehensive view of the 
North and South Atlantic Coast, the 
Atlantic Ocean, the British Isles, and 
a considerable part of Europe and 
Africa. The ports which it especially 
emphasized were Sydney,: Cape Bre- 
ton, Halifax, New York, Hampton 
Roads, Gibraltar; Sierra Leone, and 
Dakar, ports on the west coast of 
Africa. Thin threads were stretched 
from each one of these seven points 


sion to assign a man, known as a 
“shadow,” 
particular person under constant ob- 


servation. With admirable patience 
and skill an expert “shadow” keeps 
in view this object of his attention 
for twenty-four hours: he dogs him 
through crowded streets, tracks him 
up and down high office buildings, 
accompanies him to restaurants, trol- 
ley cars, theatres, and hotels, and un- 
obtrusively chases him through dense 
thoroughfares in cabs and automo- 
biles. “We get him up in the morn- 
ing and we put him to bed at night.” 
is the way the “shadow” describes 
the assiduous care he bestows upon 
his unsuspecting victim. In much the 
same fashion did the Allied secret 
service “shadow” German sub- 
marines: it got each submarine “up 
in the morning and put it to bed at 
night.” That is to say, the _ Intelli- 
gence Department took charge of 
Fritz and his crew as they emerged 
from their base, and kept an un- 
wearied eye upon them until they sail- 
ed back home. The great chart in the 
convoy room of the Admirality show- 
ed, within the reasonable limits of 
human ‘fallibility, where each sub- 
marine was at a particular moment, 
and also kept minute track of its per- 
formances. 

How German Submarines Were 

: Located. 

Yet it was nas so difficult to gath- 

er this information as may at first 


to the duty of keeping a- 


by merchant or military ships, which 
had explicit fustructions to report 
immediately the elusive vessel, and 


give its exact location. Again it is 
obvious that a submarine could not 
fire “at a merchantman or torpedo 
one, or eyen attempt to torpedo one, 
without revealing its presence. 

The wireless operators of all mer- 
chant vessels were supplied at all 
times with the longitude and latitude 
of their ships; their instructions re- 
quired them immediately to send out 


this information whenever. they sight-- 


ed a submarine or were attacked by 
one. In these several ways we had 
little difficulty in “shadowing” the 
U-boats. for Example, we would hear 
that U-53 was talking just oustide 
of Heligoland; this submarine would 
be immediately plotted on the chart. 
As the submarine made only about 
ten knots on the surface, in order to 
save fuel oil, and much less under 
the surface, we could draw a circle 
around this point, and rest assured 
that the boat must be somewhere 
within this circle at a given time. 
But ina few hours or a day we would 
hear from the same boat again; per- 
haps it was using its wireless or at- 
tacking a merchantman; or perhaps 
one of our vessels had spotted it on 
the surface. The news of new location 
would justify the convoy officers in 
moving this submarine on our chart 
to his new location. Within a short 
time the convoy officers acquired an

only received the news of friends, but 
also the messages of enemies. Con- 
versations between German subma- 
rines frequently filled the air. They 
sometimes attempted io deceive us 


by false “S. O. S.” signals, hoping 
that they would thus get an opportun- 
ity to torpedo any vessel that_re- 
sponded to the call. But these at- 
tempts were unsucesssful, for our 
wireless operators had no difficulty 
in recognizing the “spark” of the Ger- 
man instruments. At times the sur- 
face of.the ocean might be calm; 
there would not be a sign of human 
existence anywhere; yet the air itself 
would be uninterruptedly filled with 
these rminders of war. 
Keeping Submarines Under the 
Surafce. 

The duties of our destroyers, in 
these earliest days, were to hunt for 
submarines, to escort single ships, to 
pick up survivors in boats, and to go 
to the rescue of ships that were being 
attacked. For the purpose of patrol 
the sea was divided into areas thirty 
miles square; and to each of these 
one destroyer, sloop, or other vessel, 
was assigned. The ship was required 
to keep within its alloted area, unless 
the pursuit of a submarine should 
lead it into a neighboring one. This 
patrol, as I have described, was not 
a satisfactory way of fighting subma- 
rines A vessel would occasionally 
get a distant glimpse of the enemy, 
but that was all; as soon as. the 
U-boat saw the ship,.it simply dived 
to security beneath“the waves. Our 
destroyers had many chances to fire 
at the enemy, but usually at very 
long ranges; some of them had lively 
scraps, which perhaps involved the 
destruction of the U-boats, though 
this was always a difficult thing to 
prove. Yet the mere fact that sub- 
marines were seldom sunk by our 
destroyers on- patrol—either by our 
own or the Allies—did not mean that 
the latter accomplished nothing. The 
work which was chiefly expected of 
destroyers on patro] was that they 
sho keep the U-boats under the 
surface as much as possible and pro- 
tect commerce. Normally the sub- 
marine sails on top of the water 
looking for its prey. As long as it fs 
beyond the merchantman’s range of 
vision, it uses its high surface speed 
of about 14 knots to attain a position 
ahead of the advancing vessel; be- 
fore the surface vessel reaches a 
point where its lookout can see the 
submarine, the U-boat dives and 
awaits the favorable moment for fir- 
ing its torpedo, It cannot take these 
preliminary steps ff there is a de- 
stroyer anywhere in the neighbor- 
hood; the mere presence of a war- 


The U-boat, contrary to 
general belief, is really 
a surface boat and when 
hunting spends most of 
time with at least its 
conning tower out of 
the water. Its power to 
submerge is chiefly used — 
for protective purposes 
or for getting unseen 
into a position to attack. 
The business of the es- 
corting destroyers was 
largely to keep it con- 
stantly under water, for 
so long as it remained 
completely’ submerged, 
without its periscope

derstand that is was the only possible 
method until we had enough anti- 
submarine craft to make the convoy 
practicable. Nor must we forget that 
this Queenstown patrol was organiz- 
ed systematically and operated with 
admirable skill and tireless energy. 
Most of this duty fell at this time 
upon the British destroyers, sloops, 
and other patrol vessels, which were 
under the command of Admiral 
Bayly, and these operations were 
greatly aided by the gallant actions 
of the British Q-ships, or “mystery 
ships.” Though some of the admir- 
able exploits of these vessels will be 
recorded in due time, it may be said 
here that the record which these 


ships made was not only in all re-. 


spects worthy of the traditions of 
their great service, but also that they 
exhibited an endurance, a gallantry, 
and seamanlike skill that has few 
parallels in the history of naval war- 
fare. , 
Mainspring of System. 

The headquarters of the. convoy 
system was a room in the British 
Admirality; herein was the main- 
spring of the elaborate mechanism by 


which ten thousand ships were rout-' 


ed over the seven oceans. Here every 
morning those who had been charged 
with the security of the Allies’ lines 
of communication reviewed the en- 
tire submarine situation. Vice-Admir- 
al Sir Alexander L. Duff, R. N., bore 
this heavy responsibility, ably assist- 
ed by a number of British officers. 
Captain Byron A. Long, U. S. N. a 
member of my staff, was associated 
with Admiral Duff in this important 


to certain positions in the ocean just 
outside the British Isles, and on 
these threads were little paper boats, 
each one of which represented a con- 
voy. When a particular convoy start- 
ed from New York one of these paper 
boats was placed at that point; as it 
made its way across the ocean, the 
boat was moved from day to day in 
accordance with the convoy’s prog- 
ress. At any moment, therefore, a 
mere glance at this chart, with its 
multitude of paper boats, gave the 
spectator the precise logation of all 
the commerce which was then en 
route to the scene of war. 
“Shadowing” Submarines. 

But there were other exhibits on 
the chart which were even more coan- 
spicuous than these minute represen- 
tations of convoys. . Little circles 
were marked off in the waters sur- 
rounding the British Isles, each 
one of which was intended to show 
the location of a German submarine. 
From day to day each of these circles 
was moved in Accordance with the 
ascertained positions. of the submar- 
ise which it represented, a straight 
line indicated its course on chart. 
Perhaps the most remarka fact 
about the allied convoy service was 
the minute information which it 
possessed about the movements of 
German submarines. A kind of sepa- 
rate intelligence bureau devoted its 
entire attention to this subject. Read- 
ers of <wetective stories are familiar 
with the phenomenon known as 
“shadowing.” Ht is a common. practice 
in the detective’s fascinating profes-

be supposed. I have already said that 
there were comparatively few sub- 
marines, perhaps not more than an 
average of eight or nine, which were 
operating at the same time in the 
waters south and west of Ireland, 
the region with which we Ameri- 
cans were most concerned. These 
boats betrayed their location in a 
multitude of ways. Their comman- 
ders were particularly careless in the 
use of wireless. The Germanic pas- 
sion for conversation could not be 
suppressed even on the U-boats and 
even though this national habit might 
lead to the most. serious conse- 
quences. Possibly also the solitary 
submarine felt lonely; at any rate, as 
soon as it reached the channel or the 
North Sea, it started an almost un- 
interrupted flow of talk. The U-boats 
communicated principally with each- 
other, and also with the Admirality 


astonishingly intimate knowledge of 


Indeed, the personali- 
ties of some of these German officers 
ultimately took: shape with surprising 
clearness; for they betrayed their 
presence in the ocean by character- 
istics that often furnished a means 
of identifying them. Each submarine 
behaved in a different way from the 
others, the difference, of course, be- 
ing the manifestation of the human 
element in control. One would deliver 
his attacks in rapid succession, 
boldly and almost recklessly; another 
would approach his task with the ut- 
most caution; certain ones would 
display the mednest traits in human 
nature; while others—let us be just 
—were capable of a cert’ 1. display 
of generosity, possibly even chivalry. 
By studying the individual traits of 
each commander we could often tell 
just which one was operating at a 
given time; and this information was 
extremely valuable in the game in 
which we were engaged. 
Generosity of Hans Rose. 
“Old Hans is out agin,” the offi- 


in more or less easy-going fashion. 
Then another boat would suddenly 
appear, and—bang! bang! bang! Tor- 
pedo after torpedo would fly, four 
or five ships would sink, and then 
this disturbing person would vanish 
as unexpectedly as h. had arrived. 
Such an experience informed the con- 
voy officers that Hans Rose was 
once more at large. We acquired a 
certain respect for Hans ‘tecause he 
was .a brave man who /owld take 
chances which most of his compatri- 


ots avoided: and, above all, because 
he played his desperate game with 


a certain decency. Sometimes, when 
he torpedoed a ship, Rose would 
wait around until all the lifeboats 
were filled; he would then throw out 
a tow line, give the victims food and 
keep all the survivors together until 
the rescue destroyer appeared on the 
horizon, when he would let go and 
submerge This humanity involved 
considerable risk to Captain Rose, a 
destroyer anywhere in his n 

hood, as he well knew, was a serious 
matter. It was he who torpedoed our 
destroyer, the Jacob Jones. He took 
a shot at her from a distance of two 
miles—a distance from which a hit 
is a pure chance, The torpedo struck 
and sank the vessel within a few 


minutes, On this occasion Rose acted 
with his usual decency. The survivorg 
of the Jacob Jones naturally had no 
means of communication, since the 
wireless had gone down with their 
ship; and now Rose; at considerable 
risk to himself, sent out an “S.O.S.” 
call, giving the latitude and longitude, 
and informing Queen.town that the 
men were floating around in open 
boats. It is perhaps not surprising 
that Roge is one of the few German 
U-boat commanders with whom Al- 
lied naval officers would be willing 
to shake hands. I have heard naval 
officers say that they would like to 
meet him after the war. 

We were able to individualize other 
commanders; acquiring this knowl- 
edge, learning the: loeation of their 
boats, and using this vital informa- 
tion in protecting convoys was all 
part of the game which was being 
played in London. It was the great- 
est game of “chess” which ‘history 
has known—a game that exacted not 
only the most faithful and studious 
care, but in which it was necessary 
that all the activities should be cen- 
tered in one office. This small group 
composed of representatives of all 
the nations concerned, exercised a 
control which extended throughout 
the entire convoy system. It regus 
lated. the dates when convoys sailed 
from America or other ports and 
when they arrived; if it had not tak- 
en charge of this whole system, con- 
gestion and confusion would inevit- 
ably have resulted..We had only a 
limited number of destroyers to es- 
cort all troops and other important 
convoys arriving in Europe; it was 
therefore necessary that they should 
arrive at regular and predetermined 
intervals. It was necessary also that 
one group of officers should control 
the routing of all conveys, otherwise 
there would have been serious dan- 
ger of collisions between outward 
and inward bound convoys, and no 
possibility of routing them clear of 
the known positions of submarines. 
Thé great center of all this traffic 
was not New York or Hampton Roads 
but London. It was inevitable, if the 
convoy system was to succeed, that 
it should have a great central head- 
quarters, and it was just as inevita- 
ble that this headquarters should be 
London. 

On the huge chart already de- 
scribed, each convoy, indicated by a 
little boat, was shown steadily mak- 
ing its progress toward the appoint- 
ed rendezvous. Hight or nine sub- 
marines, likewise indicated on the 
chart, were always waiting to inter- 
cept it. On that great ber? every 
prospective tragedy of th " was 
unfolding. Here, for exami as a 
New York convoy of twent, shive, 
‘teaming toward Liverpool, but steét 
ing straight toward the position of 
the submarine. The thing to do was 
perfectly plain. It was a simple 
matter to send the convoy a wireless 
message to take a course fifty miles 
to the south where, according to the 
chart, there were no hidden subma- 
rines. In a few hours the little paper 
boats representing this group of ships 
apparently headed for © destruction, 
would suddenly turn southward, pass 
arpund the entirely unconscious sub- 
marine, and then take an unobstruct- 
ed course for its destination. The 
Admirality convoy board knew s0 ac- 
curately the position of all the sub- 
marines that it could almost route 
the convoys around them. It was an 
extremely interesting experience to 


at home; and, in doing this, they cers in the convoy room would m@swsvatch the paper ships on this chart 


gave away their positions to the as- 
siduously listening Allies. The radio- 
direction finder, an apparatus by 
which we can instantaneously locate 
the position from which. a _ wireless 
message is sent, was the mechanism 
which furnished us much of this in- 
formation. Of course, the Germans 
knew that their messages revealed 
their location, for they had direction 
finders as well as we, but the fear of 
discovery did not act as a curb upon 
a naturally loquacious nature. And 
we had other ways of following their 
movements. The submarins spends 
much the larger part of its tinute on 
the surface. Sailing thus conspicuous- 
ly, it was constantly being sighted

mark. They were speaking of Hans 
Rose, the commander of the U-53; the 
same submarine officer who, in the 
fall of 1916, brought that boat to 
Newport, R. L, and: torpedoed five or 
six ships eff Nantucket.

That we were able con- 
stantly to save the ships sailing 
the convoys around the ru rines

There were times when we had 
no escorting vessels to send with cer- 
tain convoys; and in such instances 
we simply routed the ships in masses,

How Sea Lions Helped to Win the War 


[* the late months of the war some 

wild stories were published to the 
effect that the British naval authori- 
ties were training sea lions to catch 
German submarines. Of course this 
waa ridiculous, but the story was 
based upon a fact, and that fact has 
only just been revealed. ‘ 

It was at the recent meeting of the 
British Association for the Adyance- 
ment ef Science, when Sir Charles Par- 
sons, the President; delivered an ad- 
dreas on Science in War and Peace. 
In it he described the development of 
the binaural hydroplane, with which 
submarines are located by the sound 
they make. Early in the game it was 
discovered that the first forms of these 
instruments were useless when the 
vessel bearing them was in motion or 
when the sea was rough, because the 
noises made by the vessel’s motion 
and by the waves drowned the noise 
ef the submarine. This is where the 
sea lions came in. 

Sir Richard Paget, the eminent biol- 
ogist, made experiments to learn how 
far these interesting animals could 
hear under water and at what speed 
their directional hearing ceased. 


These proved that the directional 
hearing of the lions was good up to 
six knots an hour. 

Dr. Arthur Keith informed the naval 
experimenters that whales’ ears are 
too small to reeeive sound waves in 
the usual way, but that the animals 
heard under water by the transmis- 
sion of sound waves through the bones 
of the head. 

Now, the whale’s organ of hearing 
resembles the hydrophone. So the de- 
sign of this was changed, and those 
used in the last year of the war were 
hollow bodies in’ the form of fish or 
porpoises, made of celluloid, varnished 
canvas or thin metal, filled with water 
and towed by the ship. . The hydro- 
phone was fixed in the head, and the 
towing cable carried the insulated wire 
leads to the telephone reeeivers of the 
observer on board the vessel. These 
were towed some distance behind the 
ship; thus losing most of the noises 
made by the swift motion of this, and 
it was found that they registered di- 
rectional sounds. when travelling 
through the water at speeds of four- 
teen knots and at considerable dis-- 
tances, 


Don’t Even Taste Spoiled Canned Food 


T ig an extraordinary fact that there 
I are still many persons in this 
pountry who undertake to silvage 
panned foed, which they know to be 
ppoiled, by making it into salads and 
Buch dishes. | 
The Journal of the American Medi- 
tal Association publishes a long report 
by Drs. Charles Thorn, Ruth B. Ha- 
mondson and L. S. Giltner of the Mi- 
erobioclogical Laboratory, United States 
Department of Agriculture, Washing- 
ton, on several recent deaths due to 
eating canned asparagus that had 
apoiied. And it adds an editorial say- 
fng that “botulism,” as the fatal dis- 
pase is called, is “disturbingly fre- 
quent in the United States (apparently 


no ease has ever occurred in Great 
Britain”). 


The canned yegetabies to blame are 
almost always those put up at home, 


and have generally been treated with-» 


out boiling, although boiling does not 
always kill the putrefactive germs 
that cause the trouble. 

When eanned foods spoil they are 
not even to be tasted, for a minute 
quantity is sufficient to cause death. 
Nor should domestic animals be per- 
mitted to eat them. There would 
seem to be no occasion for any one to 
meet this quick but terrible death, for 
spoiled canned vegetables always 
smell nasty; and the vile odor ought 
to be warning enough for anybody. 


Deer Slaughtered to Furnish Perfume 


USK, the basis of most strong 
M perfumes, comes from the in- 
terior of China and Thibet, whence 
about 30,000 bunces are exported every 
year. It is the secretion of a gland 
of the male musk deer, a small, sturdy, 
herniess animal that is hunted in the 
mountains at altitudes of more than 
8,000 feet. 

From Tachienlu, the principal port 


ef export, about 2,000 catties of musk 
are exported annually, averaging 
twenty-two pods to the catty. As each 


pod represents one deer, at least 44,- 
000 male deer must have been killed 
to furnish this amount. But, as the 
deer are caught in traps, many does 
and fawns, which contain no musk, 
are killed uselessly. A writer in the 
North China Daily News, quoted by the 
Scientific American, estimates that the 
annual slaughter is really about 100,- 
000 head. 

Each pod contains a piece of musk 
about the size of a walnut. It is worth 
ten times its weight in silver, so 
buyers have to be on their guard 
against the slightest adulteration. 


Testing Alcohol Fuel in Practice 


S a result of the report of a 

| British Government Commis- 
sion on alcobol as a motor fuel, a 
scheme of experimental! research has 
been undertaken in order to provide 
accurate data concerning the behavior 
of alcohol and alcohol mixtures, while 
a commercial scale trial is now pro- 
ceeding, and will last for a period of 
about twenty-six weeks, with one com- 
plete feet of London motor omnibuses, 


petrol mixtures being used in the ex- 
periments. 

The commission’s report is rather 
disappointing, in that it regards pota- 
toes, sugar beets and marigolds as 
valueless for the preduction of aleo- 
hol, thus differing from French and 
German investigators, who have long 
used potatoes as a source of alcohol. 
Nor has the commission been able to 
find any satisfactory method for ex- 
tracting alcohol from peat.

The 
business of tire rebuilding-and the re- 
covery of materials from old tires is 
becoming a great industry, Nation- 
wide in its extent and constantly in- 
creasing in volume. 

Sorting old tires is a simple matter 
of skill ‘in inspeetion and quick indi- 
vidual handling. The most expert 
sorting is picking out guaranteed 
makes suitable for rebuilding, which 
means selection of tires with perfect 
beads, only minor defects of fabric, a 
limited number of small blowouts, and 
no rim cuts or loose plies, 


Repairable tires are graded into No. 
1 inners, which are good stripped car- 
easses; No. 2 inners, containing only 
a single blowout; and the ordinary re- 
pairabies with more than one blowout. 
Repairable tires are sold on a graded 
price list according to damaged condi- 
tion, the price running from 8 to 15 
cents per pound. All unrepairable 
tires are subjected to the processes of 
dissection for salvage of fabric and 
separation of the various rubber scrap 
qualities used by the trade.

Wide pulled 
fabric is obtained by cutting away the 
edges of the tire beads and removing 
the plies full width, pulling out the 
bead cores as they are exposed in the 
precess. Fabric of this sort is. espe- 
cially adapted to tire rebuilding pur- 
poses because of its width, |

Life in Terms of Electrified Jelly 


ANY of the phenomena of life, 
which seem mysterious al- 

though quite familiar to all of us, are 
more readily understood when one 
learns something about colloids. Most 
of the soft organs of our bodies are 
built up of cells that are colloids; our 


nerves, for instance, are almost pure 
colloids. 

Colloids are intimate mixtures in 
which the molecules of:a solid sub- 
stance are held in suspension in a 
liquid substanee, or vice versa. There 


are two kinds of colloids—hydrosols, | 


in which the solid particles are dis-| 


tinctly separated from each other and | 


exist in the form of suspensions in 
ceaseless motion; and hydrogels, in 
which the solid particles are massed 
together motionless and hold the 
liquid in the form of ultra-microscopic 
drops. 

When you make jelly the hot fluid in 
the pot is a hydrosol; after this has 
cooled and “set” jt becomes a hydrogel. 
it can be turned back into a hydroso) 
by heating. The albumen of a raw 

egg is a hydrosol; when it is eooked it 


becomes a hydrogel, but nothing you} 


can do to it will change it back to a 
hydrosol condition. 

Dr. Nathan Fasten of the University 
of Washington explains in the Scien- 
tific Monthly some of the phenomena 
of life that are really due to changes 


in the colloids of our bodies. Elec-| 


tricity enters largely into these 
changes. It seems that acid colloidal 
particles bear negative charges, and 
alkaline colloidal particles bear posi- 
tive charges. The charged particles 
induce the opposite charge in the fluid 


in whieh they are suspended, thus es- ; 


tablishing an electric balance. The 


‘number of electrical charges in the! 


fluid medium is proportidnal to the sur- 
face of the collodial particles. If heat, 
electricity or chemical changes precip- 
itate the particles into aggregations, 
the surface is reduced and the elec- 
trical conditions change. This is a 
very general statement of a rather 
complex reaction. A few illustrations 
will make it more clear. 

When a snake bites you it injects 
its poison into the blood. This poison

Alcohol increases the hydrosol con- 
dition of the colloids in the nerves, 
making them more finely divided, In 
small quantities tle effect ig to pre- 
yent irritability; in large quantities it 
produces unconsciousness. 

Ch orm and ether have an effect 
similar to that of alcohol, only their 
action is so powerful as to be almost 
instantaneous. 

An electric shock, a severe blow, a fall 
or any other mechanical sheck causes 
the collodial particles {o coalesce, 
thus reducing their surface. These 
particles are electrically positively 


charged and induce negative charges 
in the fluid in which they are suspend- 
ed. Their coalescing reduces the total 
surface, and thus releases part of the 
negative charges in the fluid medium. 
These released negative charges react 
upon the neighboring colloidal parti- 
cles. “Thus a wave of gelation re- 
sults, passing over the nerve with the 
liberation of negative ions at the end 
of the process, which call the muscles 
into play, resulting in action.”

Even the wonderful mines of the 


Influenza Germs 

LMOST half of us carry the ba- 

cilli of influenza in our noses 

and throats all the time, according to 

a large number of investigations made 
in the last two years. 

During the epidemic of influenza last 
year, Drs, I. W. Pritchett and E. G. 
Stillman found the bacillus influenzae 
in the throats and saliva of 42 per 
cent. of 177 healthy persons from 


whom no history of respiratory infec- |- 


tion was obtainable. At the same 
time Drs. F. T. Lord; A, C. Scott jr. 
and R. N, Nye found them in the phar- 
ingeal secretions of 76 per cent. of 
thirty-four healthy men in the Har- 
yard Student Army Training Corps. 
Dr, EB. L, Opie and his collaborators 
found them in 85.1 per cent. of all 
healthy men examined at Camp Fun- 
ston. 

Now comes Drs. Agnes I. Windrel} 
and Ernest G. Stillman with a report 
to the Journal of Experimental Medi- 
eine on examinations sinee the epl- 
demic died out. This indicates that’ 
the percentage incidence of those har- 
boring bacillus influenzae in the upper 
respiratory tract is as great during the 
post-epidemic period as it was during

cember, 1913, to June, 1919, the pene 
centage of carriers in a group of fifty, 
individuals has averaged 4 per cent, 
per month.

Botli 
fhaterials exist in this cowtitry, hut 
ihe lack of a national consciviisness 
of possible danger led us to mistake 
cheapness for economy and to put 
ourselves inté a position that was 
eértainly humiliating and might have 
becétie dangerotis. A nation that de 
pends upon foreign resotreées for hec- 
ersary materials aid neglects its own 
supplies can ofily do #6 safely whet 
it controle the sea. In ati economic 
sense as regards raw materials, this 
country, when the wat began, was not 
‘free and independent” and it suf 
fered mtich on that account and would 
have suffered worse had the Gernian 
ervisers gotten abroad. — 

The subject of coal tar prrduets 
is a familiar one. We ate at ofice the 
largest producers of coke by-products. 
the basis of aniline colors, afd the 
latwest constimers of the fisished 
gdods. We were long cotitent, how- 
ever, to let the raw materials rin to 
waste and to pay others to manufac- 
ture for us the finished dyes. Only 
the shock of war afid the ciitting of! 
of the foreign supply on Which wé had 
dépended, probably pbeeatise it cost 
something to develop a domestic ote, 
taught us that in this important re- 
spect we were backward. We bought, 
of course, in the cheapest market, 
forgetting that it might, as it aid, 
prove in need a most expensive 
course. We did not even usé our 
own supplies of vegetable dyeing ma- 
terials. 
ed until pressure from without led 
us to find in it a valuable source of 
colors. So the manufacture of chem- 
ical porcelain was not developed 
among us. The industry had to be 
created after the war broke out. In 
like manner we have just begun on a 
considerable scale manufacture of 
hard fired porcelain. We have been 
content for the most part to follow 
other branches of the industry and to 
let this one remain chiefly in the 
hands of others. It will, of course, 
be urged that we have a sufficient 
number of familiar examples of Amer- 
ican energy and foresight to our cred- 
it. The telephone and the telegraph 
are familiar ones—not to be concern- 
ed over what may seem minor things. 
But the truth is that those industries 
we have been contented to go with- 
out and which we had left in the 
hands of others were industries which 
were néeded in peace and vital in 
war. Range finders are rather impor- 
tant instruments in connection with 
artiiery and we should have had dif- 
ficulty in getting them if the lenses 
had to be made in the country which 
we were fighting. Thé same is true 
of periscopes and navigation instrv-

We made a 
number of sich economié blunders. 


The war had not gone on long be- 
fore we discovered thei.

We havé maiigahese at 
home, but we did not depend on that; 
We _otglt it in Brasil and elsewhere. 
\ve could not vety éll Gontinite steel 
manufacture without it. Had the Ger 
man havy seéwréd control of ihe sea 
this might have ésused tinpleasant 
results. We did, under the stress of 
war, inefease our mafgaiese supply 
many fold, but 6u? ore is fot as high 
grade as the foreign orés and it was 
more profitable to import the latter 
while we could do so. The point, 
howéver, is that ;e have made no eéf- 
fort on any national scale to develop 
this particular necessary supply from 
domestic resources, and we depend 
r-w upon a foreign supply, which 
would put us in a very unplecsant 
position if we were ever embroiled 
wit any power which controlled the 
sea. We should at least develop our 
estate sufficiently to learn wheres and 
what c-~ cuvply of -- age ore is. 
and to put it so far under develop- 
ment that in case of need we should 
know what we had on which we could 
depend, where it was and -how to 
get it. 

The same thing is true of chromium. 
We get this metal from South Africa. 
We have it at home, but the supply

Admitti 
that we have done rather well with this agricultural end of our nation 
work, it yet remains true that we have not done it on as large 4 s0ale as Was 
possible or as efficiently as we should. At this time, while food p 
are dear, there are immense areas of unused land in the United Sta 
have 935,000,000 acres of arable land, 400,000,000 acres are included in farms 
and improved, 100,000,000 acres are unimproved and not included in farms, 
the remainder is unimproved land included in farms. Therefore only about 
40 per cent of our arable land is cultivated and only a small 
that (about 12 per cent) is cultivated as well as we know how.

fomer. 

This is the more important if the 
tendency toWard gré-ting lon,» eréé- 
its ia to take the form of trade ae- 
ceptances or of extéfided ope aé- 
counts. The cratem sé long obtalii- 
ing in this cotititry of « ‘<4 paah 
against documents or even of requir- 
ing cash payimetits in advance is one 
better suited to the infancy of our 
fofeigh trade and to oe - °°" 
in 1* Off a retail scale than it is to a 
nation of great international trad- 
ers. It is obviou: to every well-in- 
{med student of the subject thas 
gene*al foreignh trade on a large scale 
cannot be doiie successfully upon such 
exacting teriis. iany foreign houses, 
perfectly good for their requitements, 
are not so fortunately placed that 
they are able to advance payments 
for large amounts of good weeks, if 
not months, before the goods are 
shipped to them. Accurate methods, 
therefore, of learning the facts re 
specting foreign credits are essential 
to our handling the business in a tru- 
ly mercantile way, by granting to re- 
sponsible houses the credits that their 
circumstances require, while restrict- 
ing these credits in cases where ne 
cessity and wise judgment call for it, 
without endangering good or growing 
business thereby. 

We must make Our business meth- 
ods sufficiently flexible and intelli- 
gent to suit the Varied needs of dif- 
ferent countries. It is absurd to 
make an arbitrary rtile that all busi- 
néss houses ifi 4 eoufitry, mich less 
all business hotises abroad, should 
deal only on a ©. O. D, basis. We, 
ourselves, would resent that cort of 
treatment and that avidetice of dis- 
trust, especially as it is not really 
CG. O. D. busitiess terma that are ex: 
acted, bu‘ cash before delivery. 

Within a few wéeks there has been 
brought to my attention the case of 
an Agnerican business house that stat- 
ed it cared for foreign business only 
on the basis of cash with order. It 
is possible, of course, that a certain 
limited amount of business may be 
obtained on those very exacting 
terms, but it ig equally obvious that 
the method is one whose result can 
only be to restrict foreign trade to 
that class of buyer who is willing to 
submit to very onerous and exacting 
requirements in order to obtain some- 
thing he may badly need. Any. self- 
respecting foreign concern would be 
properly so offended by such a de- 
mand as to make every practical ef- 
fort to purchase elsewhere. | 


We must cultivate our foreign buy- 
ers. It is of the very essence of our 
own business security that we do so. 
Our foreign trade has become to us 
far more of a necessity than it was 
before the war. We have taken and 


must keep, if we are permanently to 
prospéf, a prominent, if not a leading, 
position if the markets of the world. 
The matimum output of our factories 
{8 fléw sO great. that the markets of 
this eotiitry are not able continuous- 
ly to take their entire product. It is 
either, therefore, a case of partial 
Shutting down or of securing foreign 
trade. 

Compdeatively few among us are 
prepared fiow to question our ability 
to secure foreign business on the com- 
petitive basis. Competition with the 
“pauper labor’ of Europe has no 
longer tétrors for efficient American 
producers. It is Our misfortune that 
some of ouf btisinéss houses have not 
appreciated the importance of giving 
to this foreigf business the same 
thoughtful and continuous attention 
that they do to their domestic rade. 
Foreign business has been seriously 
hampered by such well-know’ evils as 
the substitution of goods when filling 
orders, by refusal to fill orders at the 
price quoted because of local advances 
since the quotation, by declining or- 
ders at a time when our works are 
busy in favor of domestic business, 
by improper caré to the exact instruc- 
tions received from foreigi buyers, 
and by defective packifig based upon 
ignorance of the tratisportation con- 
ditions. 

These and other causes like them 
aré of the infaii¢y of foreign trade 
They afe evidences of immaturity in 
the business: They are not the ways 
of men who are really ifiterested in a 
cl: 8 of trade upon whieh thé country 
depetids today more fully than many 
realize. The Atiéricah exporter must 
become a citizen of the world in 
thought, if not in reBidence. He must 
be prepared to furnish to foreign na- © 
tions the goods they wish to buy 
rather thah those which he may pre- 
fer to sell; he must make himself 
familiar with their language, with 
their customs, with their financial 
methods, with thir trade customs. It 
will often be found that the merchants 
of other nations are not without rea- 
son in practices which ac* ‘o us pe- 
culiar.. They are frequently based 
upon some local necessity arising 
from ebeumstances beyond our know!- 
ecge and control and are to be re- 
aspectod, 

Above all the Americc.1 market 
must accustom itself to taking larger 
quantities 6f goods from abroad than 
was the Gase in the yeats before the 
war. It is hopeless to expect contin- 
ually to s@ll ii: ~: Wi are, ‘pared to 
do our share of buying. It eamnot be 
all an outward current of goods and 
an inward dufrent of gold. There 
were times when the world paid us 
in services, such 48 by thé use of 
shipping, by insuring afd by means 
of travelers’ drafts, a great deal of 
the balance due tus from her, Much 
of this busifiess has passed away 
and tore of it it passing. We can- 
hot expect the world to givé us gold 
or to pérfom services ii any adequate 
quantity. They must pay us & large 
part of what they owe in goods and 
wé shall have to permit them to do so. 

The effect of this upon oir own 
indtistfies need hot necessarily be au- 
verse. There are many foreign prod- 
ucts Which can be secured without 
atiy immediate bearing tipon our own 
industries, Thete are G6thers which 
Our industries need: However the ad- 
justment is made, it is beyond denial 
that Burope owes Many millions 
which it expectes to pay. It is our 
privilege and duty to accept payment

*‘Rather a narrow escape, but coin- 
monplace enough among African hunts- 
men,’’ says this modern Diana of the 
Hunt, who finds life in the jungle 
freer and more fascinating than the life 
ef a great American city, where one 


caught in a stampede of wild beasts 
in the heart of the jungle and all but 
trampled to death in the mad rush tifat 
follows. She calls it “ther narrowest 
escape.’’ 

Ie all happened during milady’s ex- 
ploration of the Tana river, a trip that 
was interrupted by the great war, when 
she had to ‘turn back to civilization 
and postpone her research work until 
the sons of Mars had run their course.

As 
for a women enduring the hardships of 
open-air life—the rigors and perils of 
ny Atrican deep wandertng—she points 
cut that science and commerce have 
combined to make it much easier than 
in the days when Stanley and Living- 
stone and Baker and others first delved 
into the unknown wilderpess of the 
still very much unknown ‘continent to 
the south of the Old World. There are 
no longer the inconveniences that one 
once had to put up with.. Waterproof 
outfits, tents, portable garages, auto- 
mobiles, mosquito-proof tent fronts, 
windows for ventilation, insect-proof 
linings, air mattresses, more advanced 
firearms for protection—all these con- 
veniences make it an easier game than 
it used to be. 


RY’ Lady MacKenzie is not hunting 
in Africa for the sheer thrill of it. 
She is out for the scientific end of it, 
and on her most recent trip brought 
home valuable records: carrying the 
native speech of unknown African 
tribes and thousands of feet of moving- 
picture film, on which are written in 
pictorial delineation the life and cus- 
toms 6f hitherto little known people.

The French Foreign Legion and Its Traditions

says Lady MacKenzie. 
lot of money to spend and a lot of 
time on their hands, and they find hunt- 
ing in Africa a pleasing diversion. But 
there is ever so much more to it. The 
world probably knows less about Af- 
rica than any other country of the 
world. And there is so much to.know. 
I predict that Americans will before 
very long get into Africa; then we may 
expect-to. finé out all about it. The 
American has a faculty for develop- 
ing the commercial resources of a new 
country—of any country. And there 
are such wonderful resources in Africa ; 


only the surface has been scratched.”” 


Oh, yes, Lady MacKenme has made 
two trips into darkest Africa. She is 
off now on her third explorative tour, 
and hopes this time to penetrate further 
and learn more than on either of her 
previous trips. Her exploration of the 
Tana river, one of the most treacherous 
streams in the world, winding more 
than 2000 miles through dense jungle 
and papyrus swamp, was interrupted 
by the war. Her camp at the junction 
of the Tana and Theki rivers was taken 
over by the British as a military base. 
Incidentally, Lady MacKenzie dis- 
covered evidence that the Germans were 
preparing for world war some time 
previous to the debacle at Sarajevo. 


Her version of it now is that while in 
British East Africa near the border of 
German East Africa early in 1914 a 
party of blacks from' the German side 
crossed over and without provocation 
of any’ kind began an attack. on the 
British blacks. Moving her camp out 
of the war zone, Lady MacKenzie re- 
ported the condition of affairs to the 
British authorities at Nairobi. It wea 
assumed by the British that some kind 
of a tribal war had been started. But 
runners sent out by the British came 
back to report that German natives 
had seized water holes all along the 
border and fortified them with machine 
guns. While they were all wondering 
what it was about there came news that 
Germany and England had gone to war 
with other European nations. It ap- 
peared that the Germans in Africa had 
been ready for seven weeks when the 
official declaration of war came. 


When she came away in 1914 Lady 


MacKenzie and her party left nine tons 


of trophies stored at Mombasa. As 
soon as she gets back to Africa she will 
send them to England and America, the 
most of the material going to museums 
and natural history institutions, She 
was about to penetrate the Tana river 
jungle when the war intervened. To 
get up this river is now her objective. 
Instead of taking out a safari composed 
entirely of native blacks, she has en- 
gaged a number of Canadian Indians 
who she believes will stick with her

B® French Foreign Legion has always 
been a favorite with novelists and 
writers of fiction generally in search of a 
picturesque background. Since ‘Ouida wrote 
“Under Two Flags’’ probably dozens of ill- 
used heroes in fiction have donned the blue 
eapote and red trousers of the legionary, 
and, after suffering incredible hardships and 
prutal punishment, have at last emerged 
triumphantly to the music of wedding bells, 
with their names cleared and the legion 
nothing but a memory. Now this plan was 
quite ideal from the fiction writer’s point of 
view. No bne knew much about the legion, 
nor, for that matter, did the novelist. Al- 
geria was a long way off, the surroundings 
were picturesque, and, given a certain 
amount of imagination and a fluent pen, the 
virtuous hero could be made to have quite 
a satisfactorily bad time before he came into 
his own again. 
A British officer, an ex-legionary, who 
for ‘some time was attached to a British 
military mission in this country, assures us 
that there is very little romance indeed 
in the French Foreign Legion. Ruined 
lives there are, always, but the possessors 
an not talk about them, and as a rule only 
wisn to be forgotten and left to themseives. 
The great majority of men, it appears, 
‘ave entered the legion because of some 
slight offense against the laws_ of their own 
countries, or else from pure love of soldier - 
ing an’ adventure. 

Some years ago the Britisher mentioned 
met a man in Paris, @ journalist, who had 
been in the Briton’s company, and in the 
course of their conversation the journalist 
stated that be had joined the legion for no 
reason at all except that after finishing his 
three. years’ compulsory service in the 
French army he did not like civilian life, 
and that he would be glad to repeat bis 


The life and the discipline in the legion 
are hard, necessarily so, but not hard 
enough to break either a man’s spirit or his 
self-respect. The legion is, above all, a 
fighting force, and cowed or broken-spirited 
men would be the very last material in the 
world to do the work which the legion re- 
quires of its members. 


TERE are many men of good family in 
the legion, and occasionally a letter bear- 
ing a historical name arrives at one of the 
legion’s stations, and is eventually claimed, 
but the majority of the men are much the 
same type as used to fill the Cape Mounted 
Rifles and Matabeleland Police in the old 
days, that is to say, military adventurers 
pure and simple. Still, when one has served 
in the Foreign Legion incidents come under 
one’s notice—sometimes humorous and 
sometimes tragic—and it may be of interest 
in this connection 6 set down a few. 
First of all, it must be borne in mind 
that the cause of nine-tenths of the un- 
usual oceurrénces in the legion is le cafard, 


or, in other words, unbearable ennui with 
one’s surroundings. When a man has been 
for some time in a place, seeing the same 


faces day after day, and with a dozen 


palm’ trees and miles of sand for his sole 


outlook, he is ‘more than apt to develop 
eafard, and it depends entirely on the man’s 
nature what form the cafard is going to 
take’ It may break out in the shape of 
what virtually amounts to homicidal mania, 
or it may express itself in the form of more 
or less elaborate practical jokes. Men have 
been known to arm themselves, for no ap- 
parent reason, with rifles and ammunition 
and “maintain a fusillade on every one within 
reach; finally explaining, when captured and 
disarmed, that they were bored to death 
and simply desired excitement. There have 
deen numerous cases of this character in the 


% 


legion, and unless it is absolutely necessary 
to kill the victim of cafard before he will 
allow himself to be captured, he {is usually 
treated more as though he were in need of 
medical attention than as a criminal. Al- 
most all the long-service soldiers of the 
legion are cafards in one form or another, 
and so long as their cafard does not bring 
them into direct conflict with authority they 
are treated with great forbearance. 

Some years ago the battalion of the First 
Regiment stationed at a town which we will 
call S was notified that a certain Command- 
ant M, from the Second Regiment, would 
arrive on a certain day to take up com- 
mand. Now Commandant M (a stranger 
to his new battalion) possessed what every 
officer in the legion had, an ordonnance or 
soldier servant, and also what every offi- 
cer did not possess, that is to say, a repu- 
tation for extreme austerity of life and con- 
duct. 
arrive at S to take command, Commandant 
M, not feeling very well, decided to stay at 
a small station about forty miles up the 
line, and sent on his ordonnance with his 
belongings to take over his quarters. This 
man was an ex-officer of the Austrian 
army, and had seen about fifteen years" 
service in the legion. On arrival at 8 he 
took his master’s belongings to his quarters, 
then dressed himself in the commandant’s 
uniferm and proceeded into the town. On 
his way down he passed several officers, 
and, as he looked just as a commandant 
ought to (or rather more so) was saluted 
punctiliously by them. This was at ten 
o’clock in the morning. <At lnacheon that 


forenoon in the lieutenants’ mess an offi- . 


cer arrived from the town in a state of in- 
tense excitement and asked the assembled 
officers generally, “‘Have any of you seen 
our new ‘old man’?’’ (the word used in the 


legion among juniors for ise commmenuisg - ous than

officer). Two or three men said that they 
had seen him that morning and ‘that there 
seemed to be no noticeable difference be- 
tween him and other officers commanding 
battalions. 

But the newcomer was still ‘ excited. 
‘‘Well,”’ he said, ‘‘you had better mind 
what you’re about. He’s in the town now 
putting every noncommissioned officer he 
sees under arrest for being drunk or im- 
properly dressed, or something, and he 
swears that this battalion is the slackest 
mob he has ever seen and that he’ll bring 
it under discipline if he has to break every 
officer in it!’’ 


A igo officers were much impressed by the 
A. keenness of their new commandant and 
departed in various directions to worry their 
companies up to.the required pitch of smart- 
ness. The next heard of the new command- 
ant was that he had been retrieved from a 
low cafe in the Village Negre at 3 a. m. 


‘ while performing a triumphal dance among 


the debris of the furniture over the bodies 
of the proprieor and cusomers, whom he had 
scientifically knocked out with a chair. The 
man received a term of imprisonment, but 
Commandant M’s reputation .for- austerity 
never recovered. He was reduced to a state 
of frenzy for months afterward by various 
undesirable characters presenting bills, etc., 
which his understudy had ircurred. Even- 
tually he exchanged into another battalion. 

The ethics of the legion are peculiar to 
itself. The theft of tobacco, money. ete., 
will be punished by the thief’s 
comrades in such a way as to disqualify him 
for service, sometimes necessitating his. stay 
in hospital for some time. But to decorate 
one’s self—that is, to take any articles of 
kit, etc., which may happen to strike one’s 


fancy, is rded ; rather meritori- 
otherwise. 


There is told the tale 


of a recruit taken to the canteen by two old 
legionaries and filled with wine, which he 
discovered’ too late came from the proceeds 
of a pair of white trousers of his own with 
which his hosts had ‘‘decorated themselves’’ 
and converted into cash. 

The idea seems to ve that some one has to 
pay for the ‘‘decorated’’ articles, and that 
so long as it is not one’s self, it is all right. 
A legionary would be shocked if this prac- 
tice was referred to as stealing. ‘‘Decorat- 


ing one’s self’’ is a regimental custom, and, 


like many other customs, has grown respec- 
table from antiquity. 

There are three methods of obtaining a 
commission in the Foreign Legion. An 
officer may be seconded from his line regi- 
ment after three years’ service in France, 
and join the legion with his full rank; or a 
noncommissioned officer may be sent to the 
infantry school at St. Maixent, and after a 
period of instruction receive his commission 
as second lieutenant. The third class is that 
of foreigners who have been officers in their 
own armies and join the legion ‘in the same 
capacity. This is fairly easy to do, provided 
one can make a certain impression at head- 
quarters; and there are many foreigners 


officers who wish for a commission, and who 
cannot ke the’ necessary impression, or 
for various reasons may be under something 
of a cloud, it is necessary to join the legion 
as a private. If a man can prove that he 
has been an officer in his own country he is 
made eleve caporal (pupil corporal) almost 
at once, and if he is efficient and well be- 
haved, is sent to St. Maixent in due course.
